New York, Feb. 15.—The new “closed 
shop” contract drawn up by.the Drama- 
tists’ Guild certainly has started a heap 
big fuss among the Broadway producers 
One of the incidental outcomes of the af- 
fair is that it has given nearly every 
manager an Opportunity to get some pub- 
licity for himself by raising objections to

It ‘s the opinion of the more staid ob- 
servers of the general situation that both 
the playwrights and the producers are 
making a mountain out of a molehill. 

The Dramatists’ Guild, incidentally, 
added 27 new members to its organiza- 
tion last week, which brings the total 
membership up to about 240.

The Billboard 


Business Conditions 
Excellent During 1926 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The annual 
report of the Federal Reserve Board 
on business activity thruout the coun- 
try, to which showmen look as a 
barometer since the amusement world 
depends in a large part on the em- 
ployment situation, shows the year 
1925 stands as a record breaker from 
the standpoint of industrial production. 
Trade and industrial activity general- 
ly, the board reports, were in con- 
siderably larger volume than in 192'4, 
and production as 2 whole was in 
larger volume .than in any previous 
year. 

The largest growth in production 
was in the building industry, which in- 
cludes the erection during the past 
year of a large number of theaters, 


while nearly all the important in- 
dustries were more active in 1925 


than in the year before. 

Notwithstanding the increased ac- 
tivity in almost every line of com- 
mercial effort, the board reports there 
had been a correspondingly smaller 
increase in the use of bank credit for 
commercial, industrial or agricultural 
purposes. There was an important 
growth in credit in the demand for 
loans on securities. and this, it was 
said. may have been a factor in ad- 
vancing money rates from the low 
levels of 1924. 


Five Guilty in Theater Frauds 


Five men. all former officials of the de- 
funct Consolidated Theater and Realty 
Corporation, were convicted in Chicagu 
last week by a jury in Federal Court on 
charges of using the mails to defraud. 
Two were acquitted. Those found guilty 
are Frederick Gruneberg, Sr., former 
president of the concern; his son, Fred- 
erick, Jr.; Oscar H. Olson, C. M. Ortner 
and E. B. Harring.

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Columbia Theater Co. 
Fails To Win Appeal 


Government Disallows Amount 
Claimed as Invested Capital 
in Income and Profits 
Taxes Case 


Washington, Feb. 15.—The Columbia 
Theater Company, of St. Louis, has failed 
to win its appeal from the government’s 
determination of a deficiency in income 
and profit taxes in 1919 of $4,881.20, 
which involves the affairs of several affil- 
iated organizations. 

These organizations are the Middleton 
Theater Company, the Vaudeville Theater 
Company, the Mid-City Realty Company 
and The American Theater Company. 

For the year in question the taxpayer 
made a consolidated income and profits 
return for itself and all other members 
of the group. 

The Columbia Theater Company’s com- 
plaint was that the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue erred in disallowing the 
amount claimed as invested capital for 
the Mid-City Realty Company and the 
Middleton Theater Company in computing 
the statutory invested capital of certain 
of the affiliated companies. It was 
agreed that the controversy had to do 
with profits taxes. 

The board's decision, which is inter- 
woven with the various interests of the 
Columbia Theater Company, says: 

“1. Stockholders of the Columbia 
Theater Company surrendered and au- 
thorized the cancellation of certain notes 
evidencing money advanced by them to 
a corporation (one of the group). 

“Held, That. in the circumstances of 
this appeal, the amount of the notes so 
surrendered and canceled became paid-in 
surplus from the date of such surrender 
and cancellation. 

“2. In response to proper corporate ac- 
tion, stockholders of the taxpayer paid 
into a corporation (of the affiliated 

) certain assessments. , 

“Held, That such payments were addi- 
tions to paid-in surplus. 

“3. During the period required for the 
construction of buildings on leased land 
(of an affiliated group), such construc- 
tion being a condition of the lease, a cor- 
poration (the Columbia). expended vari- 
ous amounts for interest, ground rents 
and other expenses designated by it as 
carrying charges. 

“Held, That such so-called carrying 
charges may not be included in statutory 
invested capital for excessive profits-tax 
purposes.” 


Reviewer May Express Opinion, 
But Must Not Falsify Account 


New York, Feb. 13.—In connection with 
the suit for libel brought against the 
Press Publishing Company (New York 
World) by the Mutual Theatrical So- 
ciety Supreme Court Justice Crain 
handed down an interesting opinion when 
he granted the métion for judgment in 
its favor made by the defendant. The 
action was brought by the corporation 
which produced the short-lived In the 
Near Future early last season, a play 
which dealt with a doctor’s affair with 
his stenographer. 

It was the contention of the plaintif 
that a corporation can be libeled thr 
the medium of a newspaper reviewer 
who makes misstatements about a play 
produced by the corporation in question. 
Justice Crain held that a corporation can 
surely be libeled but that an article which 
does not transcend the ground of fair 
criticism is always allowable and gen- 
erally commendable. 


The court held that for a writer to 
express the opinion that a play was “un- 
natural, clumsy, grotesque, amateurish, 
or at times it is so bad as to be funny” 

. . is merely to express the opinion 
of the writer and that such language 
may be trritating and damaging but not 
actionable. 


However, the court also holds that in 
describing a story of a play in question 
the truth must be set forth by the re- 
viewer and a wrong explanation of the 
continuity comes under the head of being 
“false” and a matter of damages (pro- 
vided the complaint is made out ac- 
cordingly).

David Belasco offers an amazing pro- 
duction in his presentation of Lenore 
Ulric in Lulw Belle. It is not. however, 
as sensational as the frenzied reports of 
its out-of-town tryout led Broadway to 
expect, nor will it be the phenomenal hit 
predicted, if its reception by the audi- 
ences gathered in the Belasco Theater on 
the opening nights may be considered a 
barometer of the public’s enthusiasm. 
Whatever the original script of Lulu 
Belle contained, the story as presented 
on the stage is trite and conventional. 
It does not hold as rousing dramatic 
material The strangling scene at the 
close of the piece, smacking of a similar 
effect in Othello, lacks in this case the 
necessary kick and the audience files out 


of the stalls with a feeling that some- 
thing has been let down. 

Miss Ulric plays the title role of Lulu 
Selle. a dusky courtesan who vamps, 
loves, lies, steals and generally sins her 
way from the picturesque street brawl 
in the downtown colored district of New 
York, depicted in the first act. to a 
silke perfumed boudoir set up for her 
in Paris by a Vicompte, in the last act. 
where her fevers are forever stilled by 
tt hands of a jilted lover closing about 
her windpipe as the curtain falls. The 
first a is a vivid panorama of the side- 
valks of San Juan Hill, a verity of the 
colored belt The second act is comedy 
relief and a sketchy study of Lulu Belle, 
rather crudely written but beautifully 

ted The third and fourth acts then 
lapse nto rough old-fashioned melo- 
drar

white and colored, and has decorated his 
production with magnificent sweep, 
handling the swarms of negroes in 


marvelous groupings and with startling 
effect. The minutely detailed business, 
the timing of scenes, lines and cues, and 
the creation of atmosphere is masterful. 
It is the hand of Belasco which makes 
Lulu Belle noteworthy, even tho the play 
may not be of much account. 

_ Miss Ulric’s performance in the piece 
is not simply a repetition of her Kiki 
nor just a display of her own personality 
The role of Lulu Belle is very cleverly 
constructed to fit her talents, to be sure, 
and she takes every advantage, but there 
is every indication of an understanding 
of the character. She sacrifices every- 
thing and gets right into it. The result 
is a wild dusky temptress—Luiu, not 
Lenore and not Kiki. She breathes and 
lives the tinted blues-singing harlot. Her 
work is steadily good thruowt the four 
acts of pulsating motion, but it is a seri- 
ous mistake for her to attempt to sing 
and to dance the Charleston in the col- 
ored cabaret scene where she is sur- 
rounded by her supporting cast of real 
colored artists. 

Henry Hull fills satisfactorily the not 
too interesting role of Lulu’s lover, a 
colored barber who leaves his wife and 
children to live with her only to be 
thrown over after six months, ruined and 
forced into crime, thence into jail and 
finally, after serving his term and pur- 
suing his love to her Parisian luxury, to 
be the means of ending her mad career 
by the process of. choking her to death 
when she refuses to return to him and 
lead a decent life. His part is held 
down in deference to the star but when 
oe his chances he acquits himself 
well, 

William St. James offers a humorous 
and excellent performance in the role 
of a fat “butter and egg man” who is 
fleeced even to his gold tooth by Lulu. 
John Harrington, as a colored prize- 
fighter, reads his part with vim but 
his getup, tho it may be correct, strikes 
a false note, appearing more appropriate 
for a minstrel endman than the char- 
acter called for in the script. 

Jean Del Val, playing the Vicompte 
who carries Lulu off to Paris, gives a 
deft, properly restrained impersonation 
of a French sporting gentleman. Ed- 
ward Nannery is good in two Irish “cop” 
roles, and Lawrence Eddinger is satis- 
factory in a character bit. Percy Vivian, 
jn constant attendance upon Lulu as a 
sort of slave, hardly receives just recog- 
nition for the hard and true work he 
puts into a part which is greatly atmos- 
pheric. Tammany Young, Joseph Allen- 
ton, Mildred Wayne, Utoy D’Tyl, Sidney 
Elliott, Jane Ferrell, William Boag, 
Harold Seton, George Thomas and An- 
thony Knilling are also deserving of 
varying degrees of praise, as are Evelyn 
Preer and the many other colored mem- 
bers of the cast. 

Altho both white and colored actors 
make up the company, Belasco has care- 
fuliy observed the color line in the action 
of mixing his characters and should thus 
avoid all criticism from antagonistically 
interested parties. Wherever there is 
intimacy between the people of the play, 
white actors interpret the colored roles. 
Incidentally, it is very difficult to tell 
the real white from the real black, so 
well done is the dialect and so careful 
the makeup. = 

The settings of the production, the at- 
mosphere and the costumes are all exe- 
cuted in the true Belascan manner, truly 
wonderful and wonderfully true as al- 
ways 

Lulu Belle is not by any means the 
greatest production turned out by this 
impresario, mainly because of the weak- 
ness of the play itself, but it is worthy 
of fair popularity because of its con- 
stant action, its marvelous staging and 
the performance of its star.

The former stuck 
by for 24 minutes and the latter, a rather pretentious offering which however did 
appear to be speeding things, consumed 30 minutes. This virtually left the last two 
acts in the bill to do “supper shows”, playing to auditors who were either on the 
verge of making a dash for their dinner or trying to regain a last vestige of interest 
in the proceedings.

(Reviewed Thursday Evening, Feb. 11) 


Belle Baker. the featured act here, 
packed them in until the standing room 
Was within four feet of the main en- 
trance doors. That she was the draw 
and nothing else but is further proved by 
the fact that five instead of the usual 
six acts were shown, while the film was 
as cheap a picture as could be consistently 
shown. The inimitable comedienne ran 
way over the 50-minute mark, altho 
scheduled to run a little over half an 
hour. If this is the rule at the houses 
she plays it would not be surprising to 
hear of her being booked on a percentage 
basis next. 

Roma Duo, mixed dancing team of the 
Russian order, provided an entertaining 
opener and featured their skating waltz, 
which starts them off. This is done with 
dimmed lights and it is impossible to 
know until the flood lights are on 
whether or not they are really skating 
or producing such an effect. Other dances 
included double and single numbers, all 
up to a high standard. 

Joe De Leir. in Your Accordionly. an 
accordion offering, of course, but not one 
that is any too strong since there is 
less playing and more attempt at come- 
dy. This latter business was but fair 
at best and is done with the aid of a girl 
and man in an upper box. The girl 
also sings a couple of songs and while 
her rhythmic movements would be fine on 
the stage, it is not such excellent taste 
when done among the patrons. 

Belle Baker, “The Incomparable”, was 
going strong nearly an hour after she 
sang the first of her songs and it seemed 
as tho she was goo for the rest of the 
night. Originally she was billed to close 
so that the other act could go home if 
it wanted to, but as it happened, Mason 
and Cole had another date to play and 
couldn’t make it in time to precede Miss 
Baker. Every other patron acted like a 
plant and yelled for their favorite selec- 
tion and about all of them appeared to 
be wise as to her repertoire of regular 
songs as well as the old ones. Thruout 
the record-breaking running time she 
worked obligingly and surely gave them 
a run for their money. 

Gene Mason and May Cole, in their 
“comedy episode” entitled Stung, romped 
thru a neat routine of flirtation and 
sweetheart bits which held not a few 
laughs. Miss Cole did her crying bit 
nicely and the material in general is 
above the average and unusually well 
sold. Not a regular closing act by any 
means but this show had to be arranged

Primrose Semon and Company’ have 
some good and original comedy numbers 
in their act written and produced by Alex 
Gerber and staged by Frances Weldon 
The special back drops indicate the na- 
ture of the theme of the playlet. One 
represented a map of Manhattan Island— 
replete with comedy possibilities, each 
of which is thorolv exhausted Another 
drop, also cxecuted in black and white, 
represents a street on the East Side. The 
third novelty drop was the one used in 
closing The chandelier in this was 
most realistic. even tho painted on the 
eurtain. and created the impression of be- 
ing lighted. [In addition to the leading 
lady, who got some songs over to a gr 
hand despite a bad cold, the cast in- 
cluded Arthur Conrad, (Connor Sisters 
Manny Kramer Beatrice Lewis and 
“Fatty Wise”.

Dooley and Sales score all the way 
thru, the little lady being provokingly 
funny. Their gags are good, tho some 
were good a long, long time ago, and 
the physical comedy, tho inclining to- 
ward the lowest of slap-stick stuff, 
gather the laughs with no trouble. His 
talk about Florida real estate got 
Dooley’s monolog over to a most en- 
couraging hand, and the more this come- 
dian is encouraged, the funnier he seems 


to get. Some of the suggestiveness which 
obtrudes occasionally could easily be 
eliminated. 


The All-Girl Revue, which closes the 
show, is a neat dancing and singing turn 
that is fi; to close the best of bills. The 
six girls are all pretty, the costumes are 
unusually attractive and the settings are 
tasteful. The opening number, in which 
each tells what she will do in the act, is 
somewhat superfluous. However. it is. at 
least, novel. The closing’ bit. in which 
each recalls what she had done, is wiser, 
as each again does a short dance, in the 
telling. that adds further value to the 
act. The ditties sung in the dressing 
rooms, on stage, add variety to the of- 
fering The kicks and splits of Truly 
Jones, the toe number of the Bay Sisters 
and the hectic Charlestoning of Dorothy 
Jeane Morrisson are the features of this 
pleasant offering.

B. S. Moss’ Coliseum, 
New York 


(Reviewed Thursday Evening. Feb. 11) 

This house gets a so-called “break!” 
every time a new road show for the Or- 
pheum Circuit, specially prepared by 
Moore & Megley, is ready to go out. 
Thus far they have all been given a try- 
out here, usually on the last half. The 
hew one, known and billed as California 
Road Show No. 4. with the acts of Wills 
and Holmes, Tad Tieman and His Tune- 
smiths and Emil Boreo’s Mirage De Paris 
working in specially produced numbers 
and afterpieces, is probably the best one 
yet produced. It was a huge success here 


and’on thé strength of former road shows 
drew in a large crowd. 

In a back-yard scene on the Wast Side 
in which Wills and Holmes offer their 
act, the seven girls forming an ensembk 
open with a special song and dance num- 
ber They give way to the team of 
comedy acrobats, who inaugurate their 
act with a street-musie bit, one handling 
the guitar, the other the uke. They got 
across to a good hand, rolling in the ap- 
plause on their cleverly executed acro- 
batic feats. 

Combe and Nevins followed in No. 2 
spot with a singing, harmony offering 
that scored fair returns but is not an 
exceptionally strong act of its kind. Their 
routine is made up of trick numbers, in- 
cluding Clawince, a tune that has long 
since gathered the dust of old age. 

Tad Tieman and His Tunesmiths, with 
Pinkie Dees, a young chap who has great 
promise as an eccentric comedian, were 
a tremendous hit in the third spot in an 
offering that has a great deal of variety. 
It has been routined judiciously and is 
presented snappily, supplying plenty of 
laughs all the way. Tieman, Dees and 
the other entertainers in the act seem 
to be much more versatile than the 
average. The show was nearly stopped 
by this quite unusually entertaining of- 
fering. 

Following the comedy that had been 
dispensed by their predecessor, Jans and 
Whalen may have had some doubt as to 
how they would fare, but being comedians 
of a somewhat different nature and 
comedians who never allow the iron to 
get cold, selling their stuff with speed 
and snap, they found themselves con- 
siderable of a hit. 

Closing, Emil Boreo’s Mirage De@ aris, 
a specially produced presentation of 25 
people (this including members of Tie- 
man’s offering, Wills and Holmes and 
the dancers), was offered to enthusiastic 
applause. It is a colorful revue, present- 
ing a fantastic and yet a somewhat 
realistic impression of Parisian night 
life, showing scenes of life as a clown 
has seen it. On the conclusion a heavy 
hand was accorded.

EW YORK, Feb. 15.—Independent bookers are looking forward to more busi- 
ness than they can handle next season as a result of the opposition in the 


field from better-clasa picture houses 


that are playine presentations and added 


attractions, featuring this part of their programs as much as they do the films 


The less -important picture stands, 
which have been playing photoplays 
alone, are already beginning to feel the 
hurt from competitive houses in which 
presentations or vaudeville are offered, 
and a number are adiling one, two or 
more acts to their pieture programs to 
offset the opposition 

The Rivoli Theater, Paterson. N. J., 
added one attraction last week to its 
former straight picture prograra, and the 
new Carlton Theater, in Brooklyn, which 
had its premiere Wednesday, is playing 
two attractions each week. Both houses 
are getting their attractions from the 
Arthur Fisher Agency, whose head an- 
nounces he is dickerine for five weeks 
of similar motion pieture houses in and 
around New York 

Fisher, who before establishing his own 
agency recently, was asgociafyd with 
Fally Markus. was offered five weeks’ 
booking in Atlanta and surronnding towns 
by the Famous Players organization, but 
turned them down because the jump 
from New York was too long unless 
more weeks could he obtained 

In addition to the motion picture houses 
that will «dd one or two attractions to 
their show there are others with better 

tage facilities that are expected to in- 
titute combination policir of vandeville 
and pictures, using four or five acts on 
each half. A large number of these have 
been developed, this past season owing 
te the erouchment in their territories 
by similar innovations. 

Motion picture men in. general, oper- 
ating independently. are firm in their 
contention’ that they will have tc. follow 
the leaders, they being in this case 
Famous Players and affiliations that are 


paying more attention to presentations 
than they are to films. The consequence 
observers point out, is that an independ- 
ent field in presentations, attractions 
and the like will be the outcome, bring- 
ing in the smaller operators who have 
gone along until now with pictures only 

James Thornton, who operates a string 
of theaters in New England with Senator 
Robert EK. Quinn, was in New York last 
week arranging for the inauguration of 
vaudeville in their new house in Westerly, 
R. LL, and also at their theater in Somer- 
ville, Mass., which begins a policy of 
five acts this week, booked from the 
A. and B. Dow Agency here. 

Thornton told a Billhoard reporter that 
it was likely they would institute acts in 
several of their other houses. pointing 
out that pictures alone have lost their 
draw, and, besides, that film product this 
vear has been below standard 

The Dow Agency agrees with other in- 
dependent bookers in that the coming sea- 

on will develop a large number of 
houses heretofore playing picture policies 
only that will be compelled to add acts 
to their programs. 

Many of the film theaters have insuf- 
ficient staggs to handle pretentious at- 
tractions. but the majority can play the 
average vaudeville act and = practically 
any of them accommodate the artiste 
who work in “one”. Stages in some 
cases, however, will be enlarged so that 
attractions of the ‘flash order can be 
handled to, compete with the houses, 
whether owned by Famous Players or 
other big interests, that play large pres- 
entations.

These four colored men have appear- 
ance, poise, voice and the knowledge of 
how to sell their songs. With those ad- 
vantages there is no reason why this 
quartet should not be seen playing big 
time soon. : 

A straight song routine, pws from 
start to finish, is presented. There are 
no dull moments. Several numbers are 
offered by all four, who harmonize as 
only colored men seem to be able. Per- 
haps a better choice of material would 
help, as there are too few of the faster 
songs on the program. The boys might 
also align themselves to better advan- 
tage; the tallest chap seems out of place 
standing third and would more naturally 
ft into the end position, making the 
graduation in size logical. 

There is but one solo offered, and it 
got across to the biggest hand accorded 
any of the tryouts on the program at this 
performance. He is joined by his three 
colleagues in a repetition of the chorus. 
This was the highlight of the offering. 

So good were the boys, they were re- 
called for an encore, which was in the 
nature of a negro spiritual.

These four colored men have appear- 
ance, poise, voice and the knowledge of 
how to sell their songs. With those ad- 
vantages there is no reason why this 
quartet should not be seen playing big 
time soon. : 

A straight song routine, pres from 
start to finish, is presented. There are 
no dull moments. Several numbers are 
offered by all four, who harmonize as 
only colored men seem to be able. Per- 
haps a better choice of material would 
help, as there are too few of the faster 
songs on the program. The boys might 
also align themselves to better advan- 
tage; the tallest chap seems out of place 
standing third and would more naturally 
fit into the end position, making the 
graduation in size logical. 

There is but one solo offered, and it 
got across to the biggest hand accorded 
any of the tryouts on the program at this 
performance.

The following bands have been com- 
pletely reorganized within the past year 
or so: Paul Specht’s, George Olsen’s, Ray 
Miller’s, Isham Jones’ and Ben Selvin’s. 

An important local leader who engaged 
in the discussion stated that with prac- 
tically each of the aforementioned bands 
the musicians with the original ensembles 
felt certain that the combinations would 
surely dissolve on their departure. The 
fact that the prestige of the leaders, in 
every case, has not been diminished

“Don’ts”’ for Musicians 


Would you be “the perfect musi- 
cian”.—a credit to your organization, 
your family, your. country,—or what 
have you? 

Then adhere strictly to the follow- 
ing “don'ts” which are listed in a 
book titled The Art of Trumpet Pley- 
ing, issued by the Vincent Bach Cor- 
poration. Pay attention, now: 

“Don’t smoke or drink, as both 
habits affect the nerves and heart 

“Don't cross. your feet when sitting 
in an orchestra or band, as it prevents 
proper breathing and makes a poor 
appearance. 

“Don't beat time with your feet, as 
it is a very amateurish habit. Leave 
time beating to the leader. 

“Don’t flirt with anyone in the 
audience. It is not only unartistic 
but puts you in the class of amateurs 
who play only as entertainers for 
their friends. 

“Don’t act nervous when appearing 
as a soloist. Stand erect, face 
the audience calmly and quietly as 
tho the whole affair meant little to 
you. 

“Don’t knock other musigians. 

“Don't appear conceited. 

“Don’t use the mouthpiece of an- 
other player.” 

Observe these rules religiously and 
if there is a heaven for trumpet 
players you'll probably get there.

rendered in effeminate voice and man- 


ners as a college freshman 
according to the concept of moder 
thinkers; the scene in which Tieman acts 
as teacher and asks the boys questions 
which they answer thru their instru- 
ments; the specialty by Dees, which in- 
cludes a short recitation bit, the singing 
of Evolution Mamma, a song that is 
funny thruout, topped by an eccentric 
strut; a specialty eccentric dance by one 
of the other musicians, and a patter 
song by Tieman and Dees that brought 
the offering to a climactic close. 

Jans and Whalen, comedians, appear 
in the fourth® spot in their well-known 
turn, which now has some new and sure- 
fire material. 

The third act in the unit, Emil Boreo’s 
Mirage De Paris, brings the show to its 
clese. This is a specially produced pres- 
entation of 25 people, including members 
of Tieman’s offering, the team of Wills 
and Holmes and the ensemble. It is a 
beautifully staged offering that tends 
to show scenes of life as a Parisian 
clown has seen it. The clown opens in 
“one” in an introductory number. then 
lies down at the side of the stage, falling 
into a slumber. He dreams the scene 
that follows, which serves to introduce 
the dancing ensemble. There is then of- 
fered an adagio and other dance special- 
ties, on the conclusion of which the clown 
awakes to continue his singing. Follow- 
ing, the prima donna in the offering sings 
Fine Feathers, assisted by two girls from 
the ensemble, who, however, do not sing 
but add to the effect of the scene by 
disputing the truth of the song. 

The next scene in the Mirage De Paris 
comes as somewhat of a surprise. It is a 
scene on the battlefield of France in 
which several American soldiers and a 
French officer appear. It is rather touch- 
ing at times, hitting dramatic heights 
that are relieved with comedy at just 
the proper moment. The French soldier, 
whom they call “Frenchy”, it develops 
has lost his wife back in Paris, she hav- 
ing fallen for the charms of another. 

The next and last scene takes one into 
a Montmartre dive, where soldiers, sailors 
and others are enjoying themselves. Here 
a number of specialties follow, including

A preliminary film shows Farnum out 
at Hollywood teaching a number of movie 
stars how to master the intricacies of the 
Charleston. 

The Cardell Twins, Nick and Harry, 
then open in one after a brief number by 
a jazz orchestra hidden on a totally dark 
Stage. The boys, in black velvets and 
white shirts, do a neat tap Charleston. 

Following that Edna Sedley offers a 
song number. This, together with the 
subsequent vocal offerings, enhances the 
value of the act not a little. The jazz 
orchestra of eight pieces—two saxophones, 
two cornets, trombone, banjo. drum and 
piano— also contributes effectively to the 
musical end of the offering.

The Vaudeville Field 
By “WESTCENT” 


Mistinguette and the Dolly Sisters 


ONDON, Jan. 27.—It. seems the Dollys 
L didn't have a very good time during 
rehearsals at the Moulin Rouge and 
there were a hundred and one pinpricks 
offered them which were more than any 


folk with any spunk in their system 


would have stood. 


They were asked to “clock in” on re- 
hearsals, and all the time they had to 
dance atf@ndance while some of the very 
ordinary numbers were being handled; 
they were virtually prisoners to the 
“management”. The Dolly Sisters are 
without doubt the premier American at- 
traction on the Continent of Europe and 
as such they are entitled to some con- 
sideration, but it seems there was strong 
opposition to them and that any at- 
tempt to allow them to make good at the 
Moulin was predestined to failure. It is 
safe to say that no other foreign attrac- 
tion had ever had to put up with so many 
obstacles and th®y were rightly justified 
in their walking out It must be re- 
corded from our personal observations 
that the Casino de Paris show is “the” 
show of Paris and that the Dolly Sisters 
contribute an adeqtiate share to its suc- 
cess. Maurice Chevalier and his charm- 
ing wife and also that marvelous and 
extraordinary pair of perfect dancers, 
Rosarey and Capella, and the Lawrence 
Tiller Girls, not forgetting the excellent 
stage pictures. make it the best show 
Paris has seen for vears. That it is a 
“sellout” justifies this statement. In- 
cidentally. the Forde Sisters at the Moulin 
Rouge are very, very excellent and we 
think they would do very well in a pro- 
duction or even a vaudeville show in Lon- 
don. They are clean and smart workers 
and the younger of the two, if she would 
cultivate a voice (maybe she has one), 
would go to a star position in a West 
End show. 


British Dancing Girls in Paris 


More than 250 British girls are now 
working at the various theaters in Paris 
and maybe there’s a full hundred more 
thruout France. Then take into con- 
sideration there must be fully 50 in Spain 
and the like in Holland and Belgium, and 
more than dovble that number in Ger- 
many, it seems that the British dancing 
girl is unappreachable in her own line. 
We cannot imagine a colony of 250 Ger- 
man or French or even Americans of a 
like degree in London. Can you visualize 
it in New York either as regards our 
British girls or other aliens? Their salary 
is sealed up to $20 weekly, which at the 
present rate of exchange is very good 
for the British girl when it is remem- 
bered that her French opposite is only 
receiving 500 franes a month as against 
the British minimum § (according to 
stabilized rate at 100) of 1.600 francs a 
month. J. W. Jackson has 40 girls at 
the Moulin Rouge but he has only two of 
his own specially rehearsed numbers 
therein, namely a Spanish dance and an 
Arab or Bedouin number extremely ef- 
fective. There is a John Tiller Troupe 
of about the same number at the Folies 
Bergere, which show, by the way, is 
one of the weakest in Paris with but 
three scenes only to recommend, or shall 
we say to carry it thru. The Lawrence 
Tiller 16 at the Casino De Paris is a 
real smart and well-drilled troupe (it's 
easier to handle this number than a big- 
ger crowd) and their work tho excellent 
is similar thruout as it is more of the 
correct drilling and mass formation and 
evolutions stuff. Their work stood right 
out. J. Sherman Fisher has troupes at 
Mayol, 
Elysees theaters, and

British Embassy and the Nade 


Despite every inducement and flattery, 
the British girl still possesses her innate 
sense of modesty and rigidly rfuestaoincf 
sense of modesty and rigidly refuses to 
wear any costume which carries with it 
the slightest idea of impropriety. The 
British @mbassy also, unofficially, keeps 
a careful eye on these things, and has in 
one or two instances suggested to various 
managements that British girls, who thru 
force of circumstances were not im- 
ported, and thus were classified as 
“ordinary”, had been asked and forced 
to appear in costumes of the semi-nude 
description. There have been one or two 
regrettable occasions when British women 
have appeared in the nude but their 
names are still household words of 
execration and opprobrium among even 
the most lax of British women who have 
decided to make Paris their permanent 
address. It is said that since the ap- 
pearance of a very well known American 
troupe of girls in Paris, in the almost 
nude, French managements have con- 
tinually tried to get British or English- 
speaking girls to go the whole hog and 
have been bitterly disappointed at the re- 
fusals thereby. We caught this act our- 
selves in this costume at the Scala, Ber- 
lin, over 12 months ago, and believe us, 
it nearly took our breath away, so dif- 
ferent was it as from the same act we 
saw at the London Hippodrome. Arrange- 
ments are being attempted by the V. A. 
F. to try and tighten up things as re- 
gards labor conditions in France so that 
British girls having completed their con- 
tracts must return to England. 


Sir Oswald Stroll 60 


Sir Oswald was 60 years young on 
January 20 and has been associated with 
show business for over 46 years. He was 
born in Melbourne, Australia, and his 
private name is Gray, but he has been 
known as Stoll from time immemorial. 
He broke into show business when he 
started to assist his mother, the late 
revered Mrs. Stoll, when she was operat- 
ing the Parthenon Music Hall in Liver- 
pool. Here he was jack of all trades and 
even dabbled in the song-writing busi- 
ness. Stoll is a nondrinker and a non- 
smoker, tho he suffers from a smoker's 
throat, which he attributes to his early 
association with the Liverpool Hall. 
Stoll still remains the 
who matters in vaudeville today. He 
gives personal attention to his business 
and is not swayed by material or im- 
material considerations as to the book- 
ings of the various acts on his tour.

Way- 
burn is said to be still a stockholder to 
the extent of 45 per cent, but the presi- 
dency of the producing  corporaticn, 
which he originally held, has been taken 
away from him together with the 
managerial power that went with the 
office. The ousting of the former Fol- 
lies director followed a disagreement 
regarding the routing of the show. Sul- 
livan was elevated to the position of 
active head when he combined the vote 
of his 30 shares in Honeymoon Cruise, 
Inc., the producing firm sponsoring Th- 
Maiden Voyage, with the 10 shares held 
by Leo Morrison, secretary-treasurer of 
the corporation, and the 15 shares owned 
by Monroe Jacobs, according to a reliable 
report. 

Sullivan confirms the statement that 
ne is now in control of the show, but 
Wayburn refuses to make any comment 
at the present time, tho declaring that 
he will have plenty to say on the subject 
at a later date. An interesting angle on 
the forcing out of Wayburn and the 
election of Sullivan is the fact that both 
Jacobs and Morrison, who cast their 
votes in favor of Sullivan, were staff 
attaches of Wayburn’s School of the 
Dance until recently. 

The trouble between the partners is 
said to have resulted when Wayburn 
closed @ prosperous engagement in Phila- 
delphia a few weeks ago and routed 
The Maiden Voyage thru the South 
against the wishes of the other stock- 
holders. The production was jumped 
from Norfolk, Va, to Daytona, Fla., at 
a transportation cost of more than 
$3,000, it is claimed. 

Sullivan informed a representative of 
The Billboard in an interview yesterday 
that no changes in the cast or in the 
bookings is contemplated at present. 
Plans under the new control have not 
been formulated as yet.

REVIEW 

We have reviewed many and varied 
productions and presentations staged by 
Sliding Billy Watson but none has come 
up tdthe costly, classy, colorful produc- 
tion and presentation of the Slider’s Big 
Fun show 

During the current season few of the 
shows we have reviewed at this house 
compare favorably with the “Slider’s” 
show in scenic equipment, gowning and 
costuming 

The Slider has given to his Big Fun 
show specially written music and lyrics 
and music that carries real melody. He 
has given careful consideration to his 
comedy by artistic and realistic scenic 
sets, also careful consideration to his se- 
lection of company, an exceptionally large 
number of classy-appearing players of 
unusual versatility. 

The Slider got into action early in the 
presentation with his usual chin-piece 
Dutch comique characterization, supple- 
menting it with his inimitable mugging, 
double voice, spontaneous spouting of lines 
and funny actions, with his ever-present 
slides. Never have we seen the Slider to 
better advantage. His presentation as 
given on the night of our review was suf- 
ficiently clean to please the puritanicals.. 
Watson was in scenes frequently, but 
evidenced no inclination to hold the center 
of the stage, allowing his coworkers to 
garner their share of laughter and ap- 
plause. 

Bernie Green is cocomique to the Slider. 
Bernie, with the facial makeup of Marty 
Collins and mannerisms of Joe Penner, 
even to the playing of a violin a la bur- 
lesque and as a master of the art of ec- 
centric dancing, was all that could be 
desired in a comedy role. 

Frank Mallahan, in tux attire, was a 
portly, prosperous person, who made a 
quick change to the characterization of 
Wild Bill, the four-flushing comedy, cow- 
ardly gunman; later to a uniformed Irish 
cop; and back again to tux. attire for 
close of show. Mallahan in his scenes 
was a comedy-making foil for the Slider, 
and this was especially applicable to their 
bur-le-que poker game. 

David London, a newcomer to us in 
burlesque, could, if he would, become oa. 
matinee idol of playgoing flappers. Hé 
has dramatic and vocalistic ability, and 
as a straightman for the Slider he has 
few equals in burlesque. 

Gus Legert, in several comedy charac- 
terizations, handled them exceptionally 
well and could be accepted in the role of 
a third comique. Freddie Ford, in bits, 
did a classy-attired comedy excitable 
Frenchman, and later in the presentation 
ut over a singing specialty with Nat 

ortan spotlighted in an upper box sing- 
ing the refrain of Pal of My Cradle Day@ 
to an uproar of applause. 

Little Anna Propp is the featured fem- 
inine and fully entitled to the billing out 
front, and diminutive Anna, with her 
pretty face and petite form, is a dynamic 
demonstration of pep and personality as 
a singing and dancing soubret in special- 
ties and leading numbers, during which 
she does a series of acrobatic dances really 
marvelous in one of her diminutiveness. 

Alfarette Symonds, an ever-smiling, daz- 
zling bobbed-blond leading lady-ingenue- 
soubret, was the life of the presentation 
in scenes with the Slider, and blending 
harmoniously with Straight London in a 
singing specialty. Miss Symonds made 
frequent changes of costly and attractive 
gowns. 

Nita Bernard, an ever-smiling bobbed 
brunet, with a slender, symmetrical grace- 
fulness and exceptionally pleasing person- 
ality, convinced her auditors that she is 
not only a blues-singing specialist but an 
emotional singer of pathos in her Sun- 
shine and Rain number that brought 
tears. With a quick change to a comedy 
song she chased the tears away with up- 
roarious laughter and applause. 

Philip White first appeared in a bit 
as an excitable comedy Frenchman. 
Sylvia Noir frequently appeared advan- 
tageously in scenes. White and Noir a& 
a team in operatic vocalism fully merited 
the repeated encores given their specialty 
A supplementary colored act included 
Thomas Brooks, Wilfred Blanks and 
Johnnie Brown in bell-hop uniforms and 
tux. attire, accompanied by Madeleine Als- 
ton, a pretty, petite singing and dancing 
soubret, in an intricate dancing act that

The choristers had youth, beauty, tal-

REVIEW 


Harry (Hello Jake) Fields requires no 
introduction to our readers, for he has 
been a_ fully copyrighted burlesque 
comique, featured by discerning produc- 
ing managers of American and Mutual 
circuit shows for many seasons. 

When IL. H. Herk, president and general 
manager of the Mutual Burlesque Asso- 
ciation, arranged for Hello Jake to oper- 
ate a show this searon, on the franchise 
originally held by Tom Sullivan, Herk 
made it imperative that Fields give the 
circult a classy, colorful production and 
somewhat different from usual comedy 
material. with a company capable of 
presenting the clean and clever comedy 
for which Hello Jake has been notable. 

Given carte blanche to go to it and 
thow what he could and would do, Hello 
Jake dug deep into his bankroll for a 
book, specfal music and new lyrics, costly 
and colorful scenery, gowning and cos- 
tumes. 

That Jake knows the full value of 
money is evidenced by the care civen 
scenery, gowning and costumes during 
the current season en tour, for they are 
apparently as fresh today as on the day 
of his opening this season. 

In selecting a company Jake's first 
consideration was his feminine principal 
and again he dug deep into his bankroll 
for the engagement of Althea Barnes.

This being anniversary week the 
scenic effects, gowning and costuming 
were far more costly and attractive than 
usual, and this was especially applicable 
to the opening scene, a Western concert 
hall, with all the principais and choristers 
in costumes apropos to she scene. 

A farce comedy tab., with a _ seri- 
comic plot, enabled the principals to 
demonstrate their ability as thoroly sea- 
soned actors in lines and actions. Tak- 
ing the comedy in its entirety it was a 
series of typical burlesque stock bits.

the lines of obnoxiousness.

There 
are jobs for less than 3,000 and under 
the very best conditions an average in- 
come of $1,000 a year is the highest that 
can be earned by the 3,000, as the limit 
to be paid this class of film workers has 
been set by the association (the Motion 
Picture Producers’ Association) at $3,- 
000,000 a year. 

“There is always a place in Hollywood 
for exceptional talent,” Mr. Hays said, 
“but it must be exceptional and its pos- 
sessor must be gifted with patience. I 
co not desire to destroy the ambition of 
any person, nor do I care to deprive the 
picture industry of any potential star, 
but I feel I should sound a note of warn- 
ing to all persons contemplating coming 


here, The opportunities are few and the 
paths rough. 
“Many great stars of today had to 


wait a long time for their chance. There 
are many today in the ranks who may 
some day be stars. But while many at- 
tempt few will succeed. If the mothers 
of aspiring daughters would realize the 
difficulties which confront even the most 
gifted here they would keep them safely 
in the home nest.”’ 

All that Mr. Hays says of the difficul- 
ties and dangerous odds are prebably 
true, but there is little likelihood that 
even if they were several times as great 
his warning would deter few from the 
attempt. For there isn’t an actor in any 
mob who does not believe that some day 
he will get the break which will enable 
him to demonstrate his unique talents, 
and that that demonstration will open to 
him the doors denied to others. And 
his sister across the table is just as 
confident that her beauty and personality 
will do as much for her.

Chorus Equity Assn. 


ORTY-FOUR new members joined the 
Chorus Equity in the past week. 
We are holding checks in settle- 
ment of claims for Olive Grant, Louise 
Bradfort, Betty Fay and Zana Grey. 
The wisdom of accepting Equity’s ad- 
vice has been proved again—but it has 
been an expensive lesson to those who 
learned it by disregarding Fquity’s warn- 
ing. Some weeks ago a number of girls 
were engaged to go to Cuba. As usual 
they did not report to Fquity. Our first 
warning came from the police depart- 
ment. <A representative of the Chorus 
Kquity visited the company ard en- 
deavored to get a bond from the man- 
ager covering transportation and two 
weeks’ salary. The effort was unsuccess- 
ful. Thru the efforts of the association 
the case was taken up by the District At- 
torney’s office and the company was not 
allowed to leajve until return transporta- 
tion was put up. The people were ad- 
vised that the association still did not 
recommend the engagement as there was 
no salary guarantee. With much pride 
the members of the company announced 
that they had been promised four weeks’ 
work. It was expleined to them that 
this was a promise—not cash. Where- 
upon several members of the company 
who had just signed an application for 
membership in the Equity said they were 
going anyway and they didn’t care to 
be Equity members if the Equity was 
going to forbid them accepting the en- 
gagement. They went. They worked 
two weeks of the four-week guarantee— 
and collected salary for only one week. 
Most of them are still in Havana as the 
return transportation meant nothing to 
them: they couldn’t pay hotel bills to 
get out, according to last reports.

With this accomplished, Giannetto falls to 
his knees mumbling a chattering prayer. 
The weakling has revenged his feeling 
of inferiority by the “will to power”, but 
with this accomplished he reverts to type 
and at the fina] curtain is still revealed 
as the helpless child pleading for mercy. 

In Giannetto there is obviously the 
emotional and introspective type of char- 
acter. He lives in a state of smothering 
emotions, suffering from the feeling that 
he is inferior, different and alien to the 
world. He has the charm of sensitivity 
and irrationality of mood His actual 
psyche has the feminine qualities of the 
child, such as feeling, intuition and im- 
agination.

Whether or not clothes make the stage 
beauty is no longer an open question. 
It is conceded by every intelligent per- 
son that they do. Perhaps that is one 
reason why the show girl is chosen with 
creater deference to her ability to carry 
( es well than to her facial loveliness. 
That wise owl, the theatrical producer, 
knows that she who wears well the care- 
fully designed clothes with which she 
will be provided will be regaried as a 
“raving beauty”. 

There is a psychological reason behind 
a woman's attitude to fine clothes. The 
consciousness of being perfectly gowned 
makes any woman feel like a beauty, and 
a woman usually reflects what she feels. 

No matter how good looking principals 
or chorus of a show may be, the de- 
signer of stage clothes can make them 
look like frumps, if he be a designer in 
name only. 

While fine materials and becoming 
colors play an important part in stage 
costuming, and the effect of lights on 
colors has Its bearing, these elements of 
epparel do not mean much even when 
they are presented at their best, if lines 
are not good. And here is where the 
artist-costumer comes inr 


The Top-Heavy Woman 
Studying the type of woman he is to 
costume the designer notes with critical 
eye, not only her coloring, but her pro- 
portions particularly. It may be that his 
subject is a bit top-heavy, a woman with

PUBLICITY VALUABLE 
TO SUITTLE T THEATER 
Snee publicity is to be the means of 
tracting both membership and audience 
« of tremendous value to the little 
it ‘ter IF it is intelligently directed. 
Too often the affairs of publicity are 
, ed indiscriminately in the hands of 
cone who is willing to undertake the 
--cponsibility. The selection of your pub- 
icity representative is of even. greater 
imp rtance than the selection of a presi- 
dent, for it shall be the duty of that 
repre sentative to keep the outside world 
in sympathy with the aims of the group. 
The ability to write cleverly and 
juminously does net qualify for the 
work of publicit director. Of far greater 
importance is the “nosé for news" and 
the ability to presses that news in sim- 
ple, every-day, GOOD English. The 
nposition of the ideal publicity writer 
fo D the little theater is as different from 
the composition of the writer who spreads 
himself as the restrained execution of 
the miniature artist is different from the 
unreserved style of the landscape painter. 
He must “paint” his subject on a small 
surface Phe is unable to ony »much in 
a few words he will miss the first thi 
that will commend his publicity materia 
to the editor. Another thing which 
evems to escape the amateur publicity 
writer's attention is the need for type- 
writing all news. It is thoughtless, to 
pe the least, to expect a busy editor to 
labor over handwritten sheets in an at- 
tempt to decipher bad handwriting or to 
expect him to wade thru an ambiguous 
composition to extract the essence of a 
story when his desk is piled high with a 
ass of NEWS demanding instant atten- 
tion. On the other hand a short, neatly 
typed statement of facts, which need not 
necessarily be devoid of human interest, 
instantly commends itself to the editor, 
who may be inclined to offer space for 
photographs. There is a psychological 
et behind the “well-dressed” story. It 
uggests that its writer considered it 
worthy of his careful attention, an at- 
titude which will communicate itself to 
the editor. 

And here is a suggestion given from 
the newspaper’s point of view: Do net 
clip voluminous local newspaper cli 

pings, attach them to programs which 

not always carry the name of the wwe 
or city in which the event took place 
and send them to a magazine expecting 
it to repeat the local critics’ opinions, 
word for word, and to guess at the name 
of the town where the piece was pre- 
sented. The Billboard receives numerous 
programs and newspaper clippings which

do not mention names of towns. This 
carelessness on the part of the one_in 
charge of publicity has deprived The 


Billboard of the privilege of printing 
ports of genuine interest to its readers 

Oliver Hinsdell in his book, Making the 
Little Theater Pay, gives such perfect 
advice to the publicity director or com- 
mittee that we feel it should be read 
carefully and thoroly “digested” by every 
little theater worker, for it covers the

would seem to be a sort of sacrilege. 
‘Noise’ and flagwaving for the little 
theater generally prove worse than no 
publicity at all. The little theater is 
naturally founded upon a high purpose, 


which is dignified, intelligent and unas- 
suming. Little theater advertising should 
be more in the nature of persuasive, 
educational and informative publicity 
than blunt commercial exploitation, tho 


governed by sound advertising principles. 

“The purpose of publicity is to make 
new friends. A better way of putting 
it is to say it is to interest new people, 
prospective members, as well as to render 
an information service to inactive mem- 
bers who are. not able, by the nature of 
their work, to keep in constant touch 
with playhouse activities. This task can- 
not be wholly entrusted to the sort of 
display advertising still used by the 
straggling road shows. 

“Little theater publicity must be dif- 
ferent. This does not mean that it must 
be odd or novel. Of course, the nature 
of the activities of the little theater, with 
their home-town appeal, makes its adver- 
tising something better than straight the- 
atrical display. Save when the little 
theater is advertised by the loca! depart- 
ment stores (as during a_ membership 


drive) and by the local banks, it should 
take the form of straight legitimate 
news. And ‘news’, of course, is the very 


best advertising possible. ¥

The Beaten Track is g fragile little 
play staggering under a theme which 
perilously threatens to break its delicate 
back. Its title refers to the path from 
the cradle to the grave. The story is a 
simple Welsh folk tale, lean and dull, 
ruthlessly made to bear _ philosophical 
symbolism. A lovable old peasant wom- 
an, believing herself alone in the, world, 
is stalked by a solemn gravedigger, who 
apparently is supposed to symbolize the 
relentless tread of Ceath. She clings *o 
life thru four acts, however, and it is 
long enough for a grandson, whom she 
did not know she had, to turn up, marry 
a neighbor’s sweet child and together 
bring forth a great-grandson to carry on 
the futility of life which the audience is 
never for one moment allowed to forget. 
The old lady is nevertheless satisfied. 
She loses her fear of the gravedigger, 
forgives him and quietly dies as the 
curtain falls. 

The playwright’s idea of representing 
death by a natural character in his play 
instead of the usual supernatural or al- 


‘legorical figure is novel and sound, but 


in the writing he has allowed his sym- 
holism to obstrusively preachy. 
Lengthy platitudes on the inevitable vic- 
tory of death and the futile joy of living, 
solemn drawn-out discourses and morbid 
philosophies weigh his script until his 
well-meaning is forgotten and snickers 
greet his words. 

The cast display earnestness, but what 
with the delicate plot, the monotonous 
lines and the lack of stage business they 
stand little show. The acting area of the 
painty Welch garden reminds one of a 
roped ring for a prize fight. It is bare of 
all but the floor and two spiked tree 
stumps. There is no place to intimately 
sit. ‘The characters are thrust out and 
all they can do is to shift from one foot 
to the other until they can again escape 
the wide<open spaces to the wings. By 
way of making their stage pictures 
worse, the director has supplied a col- 
lection of awkward crosses and positions 
that could hardly be equaled. 

Eleanor Daniels, in the role of the 
sweet old lady, is the saving grace of 
the play. Her work is simplicity itself in 
its truth and naturalness. Gavin Muir, 
as the grandson, is adequate, but he 
varies little from the Muir who has ap- 
peared in so many other Broadway of- 
ferings, the smiling, dressy .product for 
collar advertisements. He seems to pass 
up all opportunity afforded him by the 
author to be just himself. Lucille Nikolas, 
playing the girl who becomes his wife, 
is a lovely-to-behold ingenue, and Wal- 
lace Erskine, as a family doctor, is 
pleasing enough. 


Alys Rees, reputed an experienced 
character actress, plays the girl’s mother 
as if she were clowning in a circus. She 
holds her poses, rolls her eyes in a silly 
manner and shows not the slightest sense 
of her charae¢ter. But for explanatory 
lines from her fellow players one would 
never guess that she was supposed to 
be the mother of the girl at all. A ten- 
dency to play upstage on every scene 
further misplaces her low comedy. 

St. Clair Bayfield might deliver the 
lines of the gravedigger with more pace 
instead of reciting them as if they were 
Shakespearean soliloquies, but the author 
has provided him with pretty much of 
an order and it is not entirely his fault 
that his continual poppings in and out 
tor preachment are met with levity, or 
bored rather than respectful silence. John 
Litel misinterprets the part of the grand- 
son’s friend who endeavors to convince 
that a world-advancing career is better 
than settled married life in Wales. There 
is no villainy in his viewpoint, which is 
sincere, but he gives his audience that 
impression. Other than that wrong note 
his performance rings true. Dolle Gray 
does well with a minor part of a few 
speeches, and the singing of the Welch 
choir is excellent if a bit depressing. 

Yellenti has furnished an attractive 
setting for the play, and the costumes are 
appropriate.

Incidental Music for ‘‘Port o’ London’? Com- 

posed by Danie Wolf. 

Port o’ London is a fine, stirring drama 
of Limehouse life by George W. Oliver, 
flawlessly enacted by a cast which fits 
the many and varied roles to perfection. 
The foggy English atmosphere surround- 
ing the Shadwell docks is portrayed in 
such a clear manner the audience 
imagines itself enjoying the crumpits and 
kidney pie with the players. 

It is the story of a blustering English 
sea captain who endeavors to put the 
fear of God inte the heart of his half- 
caste daughter by continually beating 
her and by constantly telling her that 
she is still a child. He brings the girl, 
Mamie, to the home of Erb Pook, an 
Englisch workingman who never works. 
and there the elder Pook, a hunchback, 
marries the girl to save her from future 
maltreatment. Craving physical love 
which the hunchback does not bestow 
upon her, Mamie, after a fall which 
causes her memory to lapse, runs into 
the streets, there to be taken to a Doss 
House, where she meets a young sea 
captain whom she had loved when he 
was mate on her father’s ship. Not 
remembering that she is married, Mamie 
sails with him for China, protesting to 
her husband’s face that she has never 
seen him before. 

The play is done with a broad Cockney 
dialect, and. altho parts of the conversa- 
tion are a bit foreign to American ears, 
the audience overlooks this because of 
the unusual sight of a pagan Javanese 
girl in London. It resembles such native 
Cramas as White Cargo, done in re- 
verre English. The rather unusual end- 
ing is not as tragic as it might be because 
sympathy is not worked up to a high 
pitch for Pook and his strange bride, due 
tc the fact that practically none of their 
heme life together is shown to the audi- 
ence. 


Every member of the large cast does 
excellent work. Basil Rathbone, as the 
esthetic hunchback who draws pictures 
on the pavements. is splendid in a part 
that gives him ample opportunities to 
display his histrionic abil‘ty. His makeup, 
too, is perfect, even to the chalk on the 
knees of his baggy trousers. Mamie is 
given a thrilling performance by Joan 
Lowell—even during her first 10 minutes 
on the stage during which she has no 
lines. Miss Lowell’s physical appearance, 
her voice and her gliding walk, all in- 
tensify her portraval of an exotic. pagan 
maid. Alicon Skipworth and alter 
Kingsford are cast as the sister-in-law 
and brother of the hunchback. and both 
are superb. Miss Skipworth does an 
inebriate scene in the first act that is 
the funniest bit of the evening. The role 
of the roaring old sea captain is played 
for all it is worth by James C. Carroll, 
and Alice John apepars to advantage as 
the landlady in the second act. 


Retty Linley as a cheap little ladv of 
the streets, Alfred Helton as a strutting, 
Pempous politician, and Frank Horton, in 
two roles. are all very good _ indeed. 
George Thorpe does well in the small part 
of the youne sea captain who carries off 
the girl, while Suzanne Bennett and Dor- 
othy Fletcher provide atmosnhere in the 
last act as inmates of the Doss House. 
Paul Porter and Daniel Wolf as China- 
nen and Buda Shriff and Abdul Chosen 
as Javanese sailors complete a splendid 
cast. 

The direction by Thompcon Buchanan 
is in keeping with the spirit of the play. 
altho some extraneous material in early 
ecenes could be eliminated. One might

wish, too, for more lighting fixtures in 
the first act. But these are minor 
criticisms of a splendid play that should 
prove extremely popular.

In writing The Jay Walker Olga 
Printzlau has endeavored to create a 
sure-fire success by including such tried 
and true characters as the self-sacrificing 
mother, her upright son, the wayward 
daughter, a faithful policeman and two 
eackling, curious old women.

The story tells of a mother and her 
dutiful son, whose marriage to the girl 
next door is prevented by the untimely 
arrival home of the boy's arrogant sister, 
who several years before had married a 
Boston aristocrat at the conclusion of a 
jazz party. Being unable to stand the 
drab existence in a cheap New York flat, 
the girl steals $100 from her mother and 
goes to California, where she is impli- 
cated in a murder. Returning home 
after jumping bail, she is arrested by an 
earlier lover, a police sergeant. who 
promises to go west with her to aid in 
her fight for liberty. 


The play, which in the first act gives 
some little’ promise of being a mildly 
amusing comedy of middle-class life, 
comes to a dead halt in the second act 
with much meaningless talk, and in the 
last act develops into rather ordinary 
melodrama. The secrifice of the son in 
not marrying so that he can support his 
mother and sister is robbed of its tragic 
element by the nonappearance of his 
sweetheart in the play.

The general feeling that the scenic ar- 
tists’ largest field is in the motion pic- 
tures is erroneous if the statistics 
brought out by the Claim and Research 
Department of the United Scenic Artists’ 
Local 829 indicate conditions. The re- 
port for the month of January, just re- 
leased by President Charles E. Lessing, 
shows that only 30 per cent of the trade 
were employed in the film industrv, 48 
per cent were working on productions 
and vaudeville offerings and 22 per cent 

“were unemployed. The percentages were 
based on actual reports, spoken of in 
this column last week and safely correct. 
Perhaps more surprising than the mi- 
nority of motion picture painting and 
glass work is the fact thag only a fifth 
of the recognized scenic artists were en- 
tirely out of employment during a month 
in the year which is supposed to be one 
of the worst, if not the worst, in the 
theatrical season. 


Applications for membership in the 
United Scenic Artists’ Local 829 have 
been filed by Albert Bliss, scenic artist 
and instructor in stage design at Clare 
Tree Major's School of the Theater in the 
Princess Theater, New York, and Charley 
Bowers, who is associated with the Old 
Dominion Film Company in Astoria and 
is the inventor of a new process of 
faking in film locale. 


Mordecai! Gorlik is designing the set- 
tings for the new John Howard Lawson 
play, Nirvana, which the firm of Noble, 
Ryan & Livy are shortly to offer on 
Broadway. 


Rush Jermon has written to this 
column of his recent appointment as 
New York representative of the Kennel 
& Entwisle Studios, North Bergen, N. J., 
stating that “owing to the increased pro- 
duction activities Louis Kennel will con- 
fine his time to the studio, and future 
appointments and estimates will be taken 
care of from the New York office,” which 
Jermon's letterhead locates in the Co- 
lumbia Theater Building. 

Kennel, however, encountered last week 
at the U. S. A. A. headquarters, modifies 
the curbing of his duties outside of the 
studio, saying that he hopes for addi- 
tional business thru Jermon. Incidentally, 
Kennel & Entwisle have just finished 
settings for the new Stewart & French 
vaudeville production of Old Homestead 
and scenes for an act billed as Pielert 
and Schofield.

In reference and somewhat in explana- 
tion of the subject matter contained in 
the letter printed in this column two 
weeks ago, setting forth a burst of com- 
ment from Willis A. Crocker, of the 
Fletcher Costume Company, Providence, 
R. L, a communication has just been re- 
ceived which says, in part, that the lit- 
tle fellows outside of New York do not 
have as large a stock of costumes as 
might be desired but they do get a chance 
at some real orders. Most of them do 
not have salesmen or buyers and they 
do not have time to go personally to 
New York to buy and make connections 
The writer of this latest letter, who de- 
sires his name protected for obvious rea- 
sons, declares further that he has often 
written to the large costume establiish- 
ments in New York asking for their as- 
sistance in making up certain wardrobes 
put that he has invariably received a 
of some sort, if indeed he gets a 


refusa! 

reply at all. The refusal many times has 
been based on the excuse that the New 
York costumer expects to get the whole 
order direct from the customer and 
therefore cannot aid competition. The 


correspondent in this case cites an eX- 
ample of a bona-fide order which he re- 
cently secured in black and white. He 
tried to fill his order in New York but 
was as usual informed that the Broad- 
way house could not help him as it an- 
ticipated getting the business for its own 
books. The self-styled “little fellow” 
laughed it off, as he had the contract 
in his pocket, but he had to hustle to 
et the job out. His query to The Bill- 
oard is: “Wouldn't it be better for the 
New York costumer to help the out-of- 
town establishment and at least get part 
of an order instead of holding out and 
then getting none?” 

In speaking of his infrequent visits to 
New York, he says: “When we do go into 
the big establishments they give us the 
fecling that they are laughing at us be- 
hind our backs; not all of them, of 
course, but most of them, and they act 
as if they thought we would steal all 
the ideas in the place. What if we did 
get an idea or two. We employ no artists 
or designers and we could never attempt 
to take business away from them as our 
establishments are not large enough to 
do any harm. To be sure we do get or- 
ders from headline acts but only when 
they run short or conceive a new idea on 
tour. = 

“The National Costumers’ Association 
is doing much to overcome this situation 
and feeling. It never existed, however. 
in my dealings with costumers in the 
Middle West. The Chicago” Costume 
Works, Lester, Ltd.; the Harrelson Cos- 
tume Company, the St. Louis Costume 
Company, the Salt Lake Costume Com- 
pany, and several] of the other large out- 
of-New York establishments have often 
allowed me to wander about their build- 
ings as if in my own shop, encouraged 
me to ask questions and gave me ideas 


and dope that I couldn't have extracted 
from New_York firms with dynamite. 
The New England costumers, too, may 


come from a very reserved and Pilgrim 

Stock but they match pretty well with the 

Westerners in sociability. I have no 

hard feelings against the New York 

houses and only hope that more friendly 

x ae may be established in the near 
e.

Revival of Old Success Will Help Stock 
“Come Back”, Says James Simpson 


Prince Frederick, Md., February 1, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—A recent editorial in The Billboard 
named certain production players of 
former dramatic stock associations, and 
rather infers that prominent producing 
managers occasionally seek “finds” in 
stock. But does this really often happen? 
After all, it is only a small percentage 
of stock players who “arrive” on the big 
street. The editorials pertaining to stock 
companies “hit the nail more thoroly on 
the head” when same asserted that so 
many stock companies were so obscurely 
located that the chance of big production 
discovery was small. 

Nearly every September our good friend 
“Nelse”, the affable, sincere and worthy 
stock editor, seems to enthuse over the 
prolific year of stock. Then rumors are 
afloat that come to naught. Apropos 
“Nelse” quoted Julius Leventhal of 
Hoboken as an impresario of 10 stock 
companies this season. As a matter of 
fact Mr. Leventhal presented his Hoboken 
(CN. J.) Company at the Rialto Theater 
and has no other stock companies. Later 
the stock page, conducted by “Nelse”, 
stated Mr. Morosco had taken a 10-year 
lease on Mr. Leventhal’s Rialto at 
Hoboken. A member of Mr. Leventhal’s 
company wrote me—to use the modern 
vernacular—that this was “applesauce” 
and Mr. Morosco had not leased this 
house. 

The writer has a gifted friend, formerly 
a stock leading man and now a character 
actor, who has spent years in stock ac- 
tivity. This gentleman possesses person- 
ality and ability combined with a schol- 
arly demeanor. Last year, when this 
actor was with a stock company at the 
Metropolis Theater, New York, “Nelse” 
stated the man impressed him to the ex- 
tent that he commended him to the at- 
tention of David Belasco, but my friend 


told me that as an unknown actor (de-

less—“‘ah, there’s the rub,” as Hamlet 
says—‘Have you the money to make an 
investment?” 

The writer has spent 20 years in the 
stock and repertoire field as an actor and 
manager. When I was a youngster the 
talented oldtimers used to say to me: “Get 
out with a good old repertoire or stock 
and get some experience.” I have lived 
to learn this was well meant but empty 
advice, for I seriously assert that if you 
are seeking productive recognition a stock 
training, altho a valuable asset in the 
palmy days, carries no weight now. Why? 
Because money and not ability prevails. 

To substantiate the contention I make 
I tell the tale of two lads in their early 
20s who played in the 44th Street Thea- 
ter, New York, actively last season. One 
youngster who once worked for me “ar- 
rived” on that street after years with 
boat and repertoire shows. The other 
lad bore a slight resemblance to a well- 
known film star, but was totally lacking 
in ability or the first requisite of an 
actor, but his father gave him $3,000 and 
he bought hfmself a juvenile lead in a 
poor play with this amount. Some other 
young people had done likewise. Result 
a big producer “forced” the play a whole 
year for a New York reputation. The 
moral is that this lad achieved the pub- 
licity in a few days’ time that the lad 
of the boat and repertoire shows had to 
spend years in acquiring. In the good old 
days this young man could have taken his 
money home if he could not act. 

A few months ago “Nelse” invited and 
commented on, letters from managers and 
actors on the stock situation. Some were 
prominent writers, others unknown. The 
hullabaloo about scenery, “players, plays 
and artists,” ete., was the topic most dis- 
cussed, but neither “Nelse” nor the writ- 
ers at that time hit the “kernel” of the 
cause of stock disintegration, namely, 
that “the play’s the thing” in this sense— 
the plays of the old days were better and 
took good actors to play them. Simple, 
so simple that most of us have tried to 
make something complicated out of it. 

And now to cap the climax we learn 
that Loew’s Seventh Avenue and other 
stocks are closing as a result of a scarcity 
of available plays. What's the matter 
with revivals? For instance: Amelia Bing- 
ham’'s old bills, The Climbers, Sowing the 
Wind, Barbara Frietchie, The Colonial 
Girl, When We Were Twenty-one, A 
Parisian Romance, The Dairy Farm, The 
Iron Master, Under the Red Robe, The 
Christian, Hoyt’s Midnight Bell, A Tem- 
perance Town, Texas Steer, etc. 

As for farce comedies, who would give 
The Night at the Party, Miss Hobbs. A 
Stranger in a Strange Land, The Wrong 
Mr. Wright, ete., for a hundred Parlor. 
Bedroom and Bath and She Walked in 
Her Sleep brand of drivel? 

At the risk of being styled a reaction- 
ist I ask where are the managers who 
will test the ability of modern players, 
stock or otherwise, in the above-men- 
tioned plays of a decade or two ago? 
Give us good plays and good actors and 
stock will “come back”.

Advocating Agents 

We have received numerous inquiries 
relative to our articles in this column 
referring to the Advocating Agents. 

Advocating Agents is a term that wo 
personally applied to an assemblage of 
press, advertising and billing agents tha: 
We met_in the Hotel America, 47th 
street, New York, several weeks ago. 

The boys for the most part are agents 
usually in advance of circuses, suffi- 
ciently versatile to sit down at a type- 


writer in a local newspaper office and 
grind out advance notices with loca! 
coloring relative to thelr shows, and, 
when the occasion demands, tack cards 
hang lithos or post bills. With them 
at the time were several featured film 


exploitation agents, 


As several of those present had made 
application for membership in the Theat- 
rical Press Representatives’ Association 
of America, and been turned down as 
being ineligible for membership, they 
were giving vent to their grievances and 
advocating a new organization, hence our 
appellation of Advocating Agents, 

The aims, purpose and intent of those 
agents is to organize for mutual bene- 
fits an association that will have several 
distinctive classes, press agents, advance 
agents who are not qualified 
agents, house agents_and billposters, with 
a graduated scale of initiation fee and 
yearly dues. Those qualified by know!l- 
edge, experience and ability to fill the 
position of press agents for the most part 
have no affiliation at the present time 
with any organization. 


Those qualified to work as advance 
agents, handling the usual mimeographed 
advance notices, transportation and lay 
ing up of paper, are for the most part 

A. B. P. & B. members, working in 
co-operation with house agents and 
billers. 

The announcement of the prospectiv: 
organization of an association along these 
lines has caused much discussion and 
many debates among T. P. R. O. A. 
members and I. A. B. P. & B. members. 


Personally, we are of the opinion that 
if the boys succeed in organizing an as- 
sociation it will affect the T. P. 
R. O. A. more than the L. A. B. P. & B., 
for the reason that the press agents of 
the new association will co-operate to 
put their members into contact with any 
and every available engagement open to 
press agents, whereas the advance agents, 
if not already L A. B. P. & B. members, 
will seek membership in that association 
and work under the jurisdiction of the 
local in whatever-city they may be 
booked en tour. 

In reply to several inquiries from mem- 
bers of the New York local, we wish to 
say that, from what we have heard, 
there is no intention of the new associa- 
tion to invade New York seeking em 
ployment in billing New York shows. 
The intent of the new association is to 
have a secretary in New York, with a 
permanent address, who will keep him- 
self posted on all prospective productions 
requiring a press or advance agent and 
send out a mimeographed advice sheet 
to all members of the association where- 
ever they may be. 

The secretary will also send a list of 
members at liberty weekly to all pro- 
ducing managers of theatrical presenta- 
tions, featured films, circuses and carni- 
vals. 

J. H. McCarthy, manager of the Hotel 
America, in all probability will be chosen 
as secretary pro tem of the new asso- 
ciation.

Salisbury’s resignation will leave a 
vacancy that the M. B. A. will find it 
hard to fill, for the reason that Salisbury 
had the knack of writing the kind of 
copy that is welcomed by editors of 
newspapers and theatrical journals. 

Salisbury, one of the most affable men 
in theatricals, will also be missed by the 
editors, and especially by theatrical 
journalists, for with the latter he co- 
operated in every way possible, by keep- 
ing them fully posted on any changes in 
companies and houses on the circuit.

Treating of the Legicimate 
By “COCKAIGNE” 


Irene Vanbrugh’s Return 


ONDON, Jan. 29. — Miss Vanbrugh 
L represents for a great bulk of British 
playgoers the best type of English 
-emedienne. Her gracious. personality, 
~ombined with brilliant gifts and a fine 
cense of the theater, has placed her at 
the forefront of the high comedy school. 
Her return to the Globe this week after 
a long absence from the West End stage 
was eagerly greeted by all who admire 
good acting, and many others to whom 
this actress’s personal charm is a delight. 
‘The piece, All the King’s Horses, by 
Charles Elton Openshaw, is a very con- 
ventional and machine-turned domestic 
drama, with very little semblance of life, 
and offering the smallest opportunities 
to a clever cast, including that admirable 


eharacter actor, Allan Aynesworth, and 
that attractive young player, Arthur 
Pusey Edward Scott-Gatty does some 
excellent work, and Jill Esmond Moore, 
the talented daughter of Eva Moore and 
the late H. V. Esmond, is another wel- 


come young artist. What success the 
piece has will, however, depend on Miss 
Vanbrueh’s personal following, for there 
is little but her presence in the cast to 
attract the average playgoer. 


Cochran's Plans 


Charles B. Cochran is busy with his 
production of the new revue which is 
destined eventually to succeed Still 
Dancing at the Pavilion. This will have 
a preliminary run at Manchester from 
March 17. When it is brought to town 
Still Dancing will not come to an end, 
but is to be taken to the States. 

Arrangements have also been made 
whereby Cochran will produce an all- 
English dancing revue at the Theatre des 
Champs Elysees in the early summer. 
Meantime he is producing afiother sup- 
pertime dance show at the Trocadero 
Restaurant, where his previous miniature 
ballets have been extraordinarily well re- 
ceived. An entertaining feature of the 
new show will be a ballet in which the 
development of the dance from the days 
of Waterloo will be recapitulated. 

C. B. tells me that he has many theat- 
rical ventures in view, but I gather that 
he is disinclined to launch out on any 
very ambitious projects of legitimate 
drama while theater rentals are at their 
present ridiculously high level. He be- 
lieves that the rack-rent system still pre- 
vailing is destined to smash itself by its 
very economic falsity.

has given C. first refusal of 
Ccstles in the Air. 


A Busy Week

Another Little Theater Dramatist 


It is curious-that the retirement of the 
pioneer of the suburban repertory move- 
ment, Norman Macdermott, should al- 
most synchronize with the establishment 
of several smaller institutions in London. 
The “Q", the Barnes and the Century 
Theater at Bayswater are all doing work 
which, like the five-year endeavor of the 
Everyman Theater, is introducing a 
number of plays which, but for this 
movement, might wait long for produc- 
tion. Many of these plays have been 
taken westward to the bigger theaters 
of Central London, and some have turned 
out to be great successes. 

Among the young dramatists asso- 
ciated with this movement is Aubrey C. 
Ensor, whose play The Long Lane was 
Successfully presented this week at the 
Q” Theater.

A Cold Mist 


Sir Patrick Hastings’ latest play 
would seem to be destined to have even 
less success than his previous venture at 
the St. James, for Scotch Mist has had 
a very chilly reception in the St. Martin 
Theater this week. The great thrill of 
the play lies in the fact that Godfrey 
Tearle, as a sort of movie he-male, bolts 
a door between the world and himself 
and his flirtatious-fascinating partner, 
that the lamp is knocked over and—the 
curtain falls. I put it to the eminent 
K. C. that this is not a sufficiently stimu- 
lating incident upon which to build a 
whole three-act play. To risk the pun, 
Scotch Mist is one of those plays which 
never will be missed. There is a good 
deal of what is known as “modern” con- 
versation, i. e., somewhat frank sex talk. 
But personally I find the bawdries of 
Elizabethan drama very much more 
humorous and the salacities of Restora- 
tion comedy both more frank and more 
witty.

Roberts entitled Cloud Break was pro- 
duced on a stage put up in front of the 
altar and acted by a professional cast 
including Ivor Barnard, Ernest Cove, 
Frederick Woodhouse and Gwen John, 
the last named being responsible for the 
production. The principal character is 
that of Judas, the action taking place in 
a present-day Welsh peasant setting. 

The Macdona Players have had a most 
successful season of their revival of 
Shaw plays at the Regent. The season 
has now been twice considerably ex- 
tended. The last bill, Androcles and the 
lion and The Showing Up of Blanco 
Posnet, has been enormously successful 
and will be followed by The Man of 
Destiny and the hell scene from Man and 
Superman.

N OUR last issue we published sev- 

eral suggestions for enlarging the 

membership of and augmenting the 
interest in the Showmen’s League of 
America. This week we have a few 
more points on the subject to offer and 
sincerely hope they will be well taken. 

From time to time members of the 
league, meeting in the clubrooms, will 
suggest that efforts be put forth to 
bring in new members. One member 
will take the floor and pledge himself 
to bring in a new one, another will 
pledge himself to bring in two new ones 
and still another will pledge himsef to 
bring in five new ones. Another mem- 
ber rises and moves that the meeting go 
on record with each member pledging 
himself to bring in a new one. The 
end of the year finds possibly 10 or 20 
new members added to the roster. All 
well and good, but—there has been no

concentrated drive, no united effort to 
round up new members. 

The records, we believe, will show 
that up to Showmen’s League Day last 
vear there had not been many mem- 
bers added to the league. Rumors 
about the league were being circulated 
to its detriment.

ACCORDING to a statement just issued by Das Progamm, and from 
the pen of Max Berol Konorah, president of the International 

Artistes’ Lodge, there are in Berlin and neighborhood close to 100 
cine-variety theaters which employ music hall artistes on the split-week 
principle, the average number of acts engaged at cach establishment 
being three. This means that it is possible for the managements con- 
cerned to offer 600 split-week engagements each week, whereas, were 
the acts engaged on a full-week basis there would not be more than 300 


As the films presented at these establishments are changed twice 
weekly, that is on Tuesdays and Fridays, the variety portion of the pro- 
gram is also invariably changed on these days. 
Tuesday play for three days, while those opening on Friday play for 
four days, and are paid accordingly. 
practiced at the cine-variety theaters. 
split-week houses, not one of the regular variety theaters in Berlin has 
deemed it expedient to follow suit. 
Metropole, the Wien-Berlin and other well-known vaudeville theaters 
still engage acts for a month at a time, and continue to run on the once- 
nightly system, with one or two matinees per week.

ter with proper. attractions has little or nothing to fear from the cine- 
variety house employing a few music hall acts on a split-week basis. 
Altho hundreds of German “cinos” are now being run on the twice-nightly 
system, the regular music halls of that country are still playing once 


nightly. 


“With the cinema-varieties,” says Mr. Konorah, “came the twice- 
nightly system and, not a weekly change of bill, but more than that, the 


split week. 


And the twice-nightly system and the split week came even 


tho the Tariff Contract provides that halls giving seven-day contracts, or 
less, must pay 50 per cent of one day’s salary for every second or third 
show given on one day, while those giving contracts for more than seven 
days pay only 25 per cent of one day’s salary for such additional shows. 
- - « So, from the once-monthly change we have not only come to the 


once-weekly change, but also to the semi-weekly change, and from 
a week we have come to 15 shows a week.” 


8 shows 


It should be explained here that the usual number of shows at the 
principal German music halls is eight per week, while artistes working 
the Berlin “cinos” from Friday to Monday (four days inclusive) are 
often called upon to play 15 shows, all of which are paid for in strict 
accordance with the Tariff Agreement. 

It appears that prior to the introduction of the twice-nightly system 
and the appearance of its aftermath, the split week, neither Berlin nor 
any other German city possessed any outlying theaters, but now they are 
so numerous that the possibilities for employment have increased to such a 


Gegree as was never anticipated. 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Konorah contends that with split-week en- 
gagements there are more artistes getting an opportunity to display their 
talent than in the days when full-week engagements were the rule. 

It must not be overlooked, however, that under the split-week system 
many turns play two halls, while others play but three or four days and 


rest the remainder of the week. 


“This may be hard on them,” concludes Mr. Konorah, “but it gives a 
corresponding number of other acts three or four days’ work. Or we may 
put it thus: Since in Berlin alone there are 100 split-week cine-variety 
houses which, collectively, can engage 600 acts per week, these 600 en- 
gagements may provide work for 300 acts, or a full week’s work for 150 
and half a week's work for 300. And in these times this means the lesser 
good for the greater number, for whom half a loaf is better than—loafing 


altogether.” 


While we are fully alive to the many evils which are likely to follow 
in the wake of the split week, we feit it to be our duty to convey to our 


members the real position of affairs in Germany 


in respect to this im- 


portant question, particularly as a vote of the entire federation is to be 
taken upon it during the nex few weeks.

many more new members added if 
every show owner in this country joins 
on a set day, or in a set weck, in a 
mammoth drive under the direction of 
one head! 

News travels fast in the show world. 
If Bill Jones’ Shows would hear that 
Tom Brown’s Shows had obtained 40 
applications for new members, Bill 
Jones would spur on his organization to 
catch up with Tom Brown. And Tom 
Brown, knowing that he was in the 
lead, would be determined to keep that 
way and become still more active. As 
a result, when the week would be over 
and the drive ended, and the work of 
compiling the results finished, the 
Showmen’s League of America would 
be richer by many dollars, far more 
than enough to pay the executive secre- 
tary who directed the drive—but more 
important than dollars, it would have 
a membership sufficiently large to make 
the organization a factor in the na- 
tional life of the country. 

Another important factor which must 
not be overlooked is the publicity which 
would be given the leacue during the 
drive. The name—Showmen’s Leacue 
of America—would be on every tonguc 
in the outdoor show world. Its faults 
would be aired to give its friends an 
opportunity of explaining away the 
many baseless rumors which constantly 
arise. Its charities would be reviewed 
and its work told and retold. It would 
become something that week to the 
outdoor showman and showwoman that 
it has never been before. 


L SINGER, producer of The Whirl 
of Girls, was quoted in a daily 
mewspaper last week as having 
said: “Chorus girls of today have an 
easy time compared with conditions a 
few years ago. A producer could get 
all the girls desired for $12 to $15 a 
week, and in those days the choristers 
were compelled to furnish their own 
stockings, tights and slippers. Today 
chorus girls draw from $30 to $45 a 
week, and in most instances all their 
wardrobe is furnished and Pullman 
berths are provided by the management. 
Conditions have changed greatly in the 
last 15 years.”

Such 
advertising is good as fat as it goes. But 
why stop?

‘counsels, In reply will say, with no de- 
sire for personal glory, that the writers 
are not “of the theater’, but they are 
“for the theater’. We—the writers— 


know advertising procedure and methods 
almost as well as a mother knows baby 
talk. In addition wé have devoted much 
time (for which we received no pay) to 
the study of human nature. That is. peo- 
ple—persons — folks. Having accumu- 
lated an advertising business and gar- 
nered a living from it we feel that our 
knowledge, plus a constant study of the 
theater, gives us the privilege which we 
exert on these pages. 

And now with the above confession on 
the table let us proceed with a few con- 
structive remarks regarding the advertis- 
ing of a production, 

A Few Suggestions 


advertising remember that the public 
does not know. Do not assume that 
readers know anything you do not tell 
them. (This is a truth you will find to 
hold good in the writing of a play.) 

Do not be content to say a thing once 
and then forget it. Repeat! Repetition 
is like the blows of a hammer. One blow 
will not drive a nail home, but many 
blows will. 

The Dove may be a bird of a play, but 
tell some facts about it. Tell the facts 
interestingly—tell them in new ways— 
tell them often. You get the idea. 

O'Neill, Hopwood, Davis, Mack or what- 
ever author is author of a play must be 
advertised if an interest is to be created 
in the play itself. This fact is fust one 
of many angles from which newspaper 
advertising may be made readable. To be 
sure, it is splendid to get free publicity 
on the_subject. But don’t depend upon 
it. Make use of the material yourself. 

Use illustrations, cartoons, photos, etc., 
in the ads. Strive to be interesting with- 
out being tricky. And make the advertis- 
ing harmonize with the production. There 
is no need to write seriously or dra- 
matically over the virtues of The Cradle 
Snatchers, 

And for the love of Booth and Barrett 
put a little life into the handbills or cir- 
culars which are always included with 
the program the usher hands out. What 
erimes are committed and what oppor- 
tunities lost thru these printed slips. It 
is just as easy (if you have the material 
n the upper story) to pass out flyers 
which will be kert as it is to pass out 
flyers which make the charwoman’s life 
a nightmare. 

Is is because the management employs 
an_ advertising man whose creative 
ability is limited to such adjectives as 
“stupendous”, “world’s greatest’, “com- 
edy hit’ and so on forever and ever? 
There must be some alibi for the lack 
of good advertising writers in the thea- 


ter. Perhaps they have all turned 
critics. Who knows? ; 
The theater needs advertising brains. 


The theater must cope with conditions as 
they are. LT eee I a a intelligent, 
alert advertising—will help the theater 
of today to meet movie competition on 
its own ground. The movies do not fight 
the legitimate plays on the same level, 
but from a higher level. There’s no use 
to dodge this fact. So then the theater 
of comedy and drama and music must 
step up and spread itself jest as the 
movies are doing. There will be no re- 
versal of methods in the days to come. 

Before signing off, as they Say on the 
air, we make this prediction: Now that 
the actors, the managers and the 
dramatists are organized, there will some 
dav be a theatrical advertising agency. 
This agency will be supported—will have 
for its clients most of the theatrical 
producers of New York and Chicago and 
points west. And these producers will 
entrust the advertising of their produc- 
tions to this agency. And this agency 
will place the theater on a plane that 
will be as interesting to the masses as 
cigars, cigarets and _ tobacco. are to 
smokers. Why not? All good things are 
possible.

HAYS TAKES CREDIT 
FOR NEW CONTRACT 


Adoption. With Play Dates and 
Other Changes, Result of Long 
Fight for the Exhibitor by 
Joseph M. Seider 


New York, Feb. 13.—After a fight 
lasting more than two years, waged for 
the exhibitor under the leadership of 
Joseph M. Seider, general manager of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America, for an equitable contract be- 
tween distributor and exhibitor, Will 
Hays has come forward to approve the 
new instrument and most of its stipula- 
tions. It is expected it will be put into 
operation March 1. The contract, known 
as the Standard Exhibition Contract, is 
for a period of five years. 

The approval of the new agreement 
comes close on top of the alleged breach 
of faith by Will Hays recently in caus- 
ing to be publicly announced the re- 
sults of arbitration during the year, 1925, 
thru the Arbitration Society of America, 
when it had been understood between his 
organization and the theater owners that 
such a step would not be taken prior to 
further developments in the contract 
negotiations. It is understood from 
reliable sources that of the cases arbi- 
trated during the year about 50 per 
cent were successfully settled thru the 
efforts of the theater-owner organiza- 
tions. 

Consummation of the new contract, de- 
vised to end contractual disputes between 
exhibitors and the producers and distrib- 
utors, came, consequently, as somewhat 
of a surprise in view of the fact that mo- 
tion picture men know Hays has been 
truculent concerning its adoption. Ex- 
hibitors thruout the country, as well as 
officials of theater-owner organizations, 
familiar with the negotiations for the 
new contract, wink knowingly, therefor, 
at the effort of Will Hays to assume 
credit for its advantages over the old, 
including those of a beneficial and pro- 
tective nature to the small theater owner. 

Altho he is modest enough to not blow 
his own horn too loud, it is really 
Joseph M. Seider who has stood behind 
the contract and drafted most of the 
clauses guarding the exhibitor. Most im- 
portant of these is Clause 9, dealing with 
play dates, which will give the exhibitor 
what the now extinct Play Date Bureau 
attempted to perform. 

According to this clause, the distrib- 
utor is required to mail the exhibitor 15 
days’ notice in writing of the date upon 
which each photoplay will be available 
for exhibition by the theater owners con- 
sistent with prior “runs” and “protec- 
tion” theretofore or thereafter granted 
to other exhibitors. Withn 14 days after 
the mailing of this notice the exhibitor 
will have to select the exhibition date 
or dates within the four weeks’ period 
commencing with such date of avail- 
ability by giving written notice to the 
distributor of the date or dates so 
selected, . 

Another paragraph under this clause 

relieves the exhibitor from being com- 
pelled to play more than one_ picture 
every five weeks in the event the con- 
tract embraces a series of feature photo- 
plays. , 
Clause 15 of the old contract has been 
so amended that minimum admission is 
10 cents, and Clause 19, having to do 
with arbitration, remains the same ex- 
cept that there is a right of challenge 
from either the distributor or exhibitor 
side of the findings of the other. Each 
side will appoint three arbitrators as 
in the past, but, in addition, there will 
be appointed one alternate representing 
ee and one representing ex- 
changes, 

In Clause 4, dealing with time of. ex- 
hibition, the period is now confined to 
one year.

New .York, Feb. 13.—S. L. Rothafel, 
known more familiarly as “Roxy”, has 
purchased Victor Herbert’s entire per- 
sonal library for the new Roxy Theater 
now being erected here.

The 
library contains not only Herbhert’s well- 
known lilting melodies but the symphonic 
Scores, orchestrations and classic and 
light comedy music used by him during 
the many years he served as conductor 
of leading orchestral organizations thru- 
out the country.

KY. EXHIBITORS 
WAR AGAINST 
PROPOSED TAXES 


New York, Feb. 13.—Theater Owners 
of'Kentucky are up in arms over what 
is said to be a recommendation by 
Governor Fields for the General As- 
sembly to sanction a luxury tax which 
would mean an assessment on all thea- 
ter tickets in this State. The Kentucky 
unit of the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of America has appealed to the 
national organization, and, as a result, 
a campaign is being inaugurated to de- 
feat he recommendation. 

A similar attempt in the State of 
Mi:souri to tax theaters to create a fund 
for the support of schools and other 
educational institutions received such 
concerted opposition from the theater 
owners that the governor abandoned the 
plan. 

Immediately after the Kentucky gov- 
ernor, in his annual message, had ad- 
vocated an additional taxation for the 
T. O. called a meeting of the Louisville 
exhibitors at which a resolution was 
adopted condemning the imposition of 
the tax. As a further step, telegrams 
were sent to 250 Kentucky theater owners 
advising them to oppose the planned levy. 

Theater owners in Kentucky have had 
their license tax increased approximately 
from $40 in 1919 to $200 for each thea- 
ter doing business the following year. 
This tax does not include the govern- 
ment tax on tickets which they have been 
compelled to pay, and with picturegoers 
becoming more discriminating in their 
tastes, demand ng better theaters and at- 
tractions of a higher order, the margin 
of profit for the average exhibitor is 
small. With the burden of other taxes, 
it would be practically negligible, accord- 
ie hs oo Dollie of the Kentucky

BILL PLANNED TO CURB 
OVERSEATING IN TOWNS 


New York, Feb. 13.—Protection for the 
exhibitors in small towns against thea- 
ter encroachments and overseating, a 
matter of great importance, is embodied 
in a_ recommendation by the New Jer- 
sey Motion Picture Theater Owners to 
prepare a bill for the State Legislature 
which would amend the building code 
and require all towns under 10,000 pop- 
ulation to issue all licenses for prospec- 
tive theaters in their jurisdiction. At a 
meeting of the New Jersey unit of the 
M. P. T. O. A., at which Genéral Man- 
ager Joseph M. Seider was present, the 
d rectors authorized the organization's 
legislative committee to take definite ac- 
tion on the proposal. - 

Under it, towns issuing licenses to 
prospective theaters would have to have 
the licenses approved by common councils 
and also grant a public hearing upon the 
request of any citizen. This would en- 
able the theater owners, many of whom 
may already have @ hard time eking out 
their quota of the patronage because of 
too many theaters, to protest against the 
building of more houses, increasing the 
competition. 

Seider hap prepared an outline for the 
measure and it is expected a bill will 
be drafted at an early date for introduc- 
tion in the current session of the New 
Jersey Legislature, which, if passed, it 
is thought will be followed by sfmilar 
steps in other States. 


Exemption of News Reels 


From Censorship in New York State Seems 
Assured 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 11.—Exemption of 
news reels from provisions of the Lusk- 
Clayton act establishing censorship of 
m@gtion pictures in New York State seems 
assured as the result of developments 
following introduction of such a bil! in 
the Senate and Assembly Thursday. A 
canvass of Republican legislators showed 
strong sentiment for the measure amonz 
them, and the support of the Democrats 
is assured. 


Gus Edwards’ First Revue 
For Publix Has Its Opening 


New York, Feb. 15.—The first pres- 
entation staged by Gus Edwards for the 
Publix Theaters opened at the Rivoli 
Theater this week. It is entitled The 
Garden of Girls and will make a tour of 
the Publix Circuit followifg its showing 
here. Others to be put on by Edwards, 
who is unafraid of the Keith-Albee Cir- 
cuit in producinug for so-called opposi- 
tion houses, will include about one a 
month. All will open at the Rivoli. 


Fabulous Salaries 
Ruin Independents 


Hollywood, Calif., Feb. 13.—Complain- 
ing of the fabulous salaries paid to 
screen stars and directors, and charging 
the independent producers are unable to 
comply with the wage demands, Sam E. 
Rork, an independent, summed up the 
situation in a statement given out here 
by intimating that “anyone who is look- 
ing for a quick way to the poorhouse 
should become a Movie producer.” 

“The big producers are able to pay 
the enormous salaries demanded by the 
players and directors whose popularity 
gives them a high box-office valug, but 
the independents, who usually make a 
better brand of picture, cannot compete 
with them,” Rork declared. 

“Picture producers today have become 
the angels for the stars and directors, 
and the situation has reached a stag: 
where a producer cannot afford to hire 
a star of established rating if he ex- 
pects his picture to return a profit.” 

Rork intimated that it was the pro- 
ducers themselves who brought about the 
high salaries by encouraging myths about 
fabulous salaries, which since have be- 
come an actual fact. 

The irascible independent declared no 
film star is worth more than $1,000 a 
week and the average should not be paid 
more than $500, while directors are en- 
titled to a wage between $500 and $1,500 
a week. 


Nudity in “Moana” To ° 
Feel Censor’s Shears 


New York, Feb. 13.—The censor’s 
shears has started its attack on Moana, 
the South Sea film made by Robert J. 
Flaherty and released by Paramount, 
starting activities in Canada, where, ac- 
cording to an announcement from To- 
ronto, the Censor Board has banned the 
picture. . 

Moana had its Broadway opening, its 
world premiere so called, at the Rialto 
Theater here this week, where it packed 
them in. Chief objections from the cen- 
sor’s viewpoint are the scenes in which 
women wear nothing but their natural 
color from the waist up. Any number 
of States are expected to bar these scenes 
from exhibition, which, incidentally, 
takes from the picture the only vestige of 
romance that has been given it.and ruins 
any number of other “shots” in which 
the undraped women appear.

In 
Dallas, headquarters for his chain of 
houses, Southern Enterprises. the F. P 
organization in this part of the country, 
is booking approximately 560 pictures 
for its three first-run theaters, tho it 
can play only 156 a year, Charnisky com- 
plains, 

This procedure makes it impossible for 
the independent exh'bitor to obtain the 
product of the larger producing cor)- 
panies, Southern Enterprises holding t! 
franchises of Paramount, First N»- 
tional, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer and War- 
ner Brothers. 

Charnisky has had a hard fight wit! 
Famous Players since January of last 
year, when he came to New York in en 
effort to get First National pictures f>r 
his theaters. He had conferences w 1) 
F. P. officials and was successfu! in 
negotiating a deal whereby he would 
receive one-half of the First National out 
put. Later, however, he was offered 
five United Artists’ specials and bourcht 
them. News of this transaction leaked 
out to Famous Players and Charnisky 
was charged with having formed a « 
bine to buy United Artists pictures for 
his territory in an effort to freeze out 
Famous. 

The result, finally, was that Charn‘sky 
is said to have received a threat fron 
Famous Players after he had announced 
his intention of installing Pantaces 
vaudeville in his theaters implying a 
“destructive compet'tive’ program would 
be inaugurated. This, however, did not 
stop the Texas theater owner from sign- 
ing a contract with Pantages to play 
vaudeville in four of his theaters.

Film: “What Happened to Jones” 


(Universal) 


Tho there is an absence of motor cars 
for the accustomed daredeviltry of 
Reginald Denny in the screen version of 
George Broadhurst's farce, What Hap- 
pened to Jones, this star's latest vehicle, 
it runs the whole gamut of excitement, 
taking Denny and his partner in adven- 
ture, Otis Harlan, thru a succession of 
thrilling escapades that make for come- 
dy of a rather rollicking kind. It is 
largely thru the capable performances 
by Denny and Harlan that the film be- 
comes as laugh-provoking as it is, how- 
ever, for the story employs the usual 
situations that make up farces. 

It is a William A. Seiter production, 
adapted to the screen by Mel Brown. Ex- 
hibitors will find it worth renting. 

In the presentation at this house Al 
Lentz and his comedy entertainers, a 
group Of jazz-mad musicians, are fea- 
tured. They cut up in the approved 
blatant fashion, playing among other 
numbers Smile a Little Bit. a travesty 
on Pagliacct and what they call Musi- 
comical Bits.

Rialto 
Film: ‘Moana” 
(Paramoant) 


As a picture for general entertainment 
purposes Moana is a 100 per cent bust. 
As a work of educational value, that 
might be stored away in the archives of 
a historical society, it is a 100 per cent 
achievement. Instead of entertaining, it 
interests. The average exhibitor, how- 
ever, knows or should know that the 
average patron of the movies will not be 
satisfied to see a picture that takes a 
Cook’s Tour of some land, tho remote, 
recording the habits, modes and peculiar- 
ities of its people. Being sagacious in 
this regard, their money will not go for 
rentals of Moana. The film was made 
in Savaii, one of the Samoan Islands, by 
Robert J. Flaherty, producer of Nanook 
of the North, and shows the way its in- 
habitants live, how they hunt the wild 
boar, gather cocoanuts and other native 
foodstuffs, spear fish, capture turtles and 
whatnot. It is a truly interesting pic- 
ture from the point of view that it is 
educational, but the failure to provide 
a story or develop action, which would 
not have harmed its historical aspects, 
causes it to be a dangerous film for the 
average exhibitor to take chances on. 

There is the suggestion of a simple 
romance, but what little there is will be 
lost as soon as the picture gets into 
States where the censor’s shears cut far 
and wide, as in most all the scenes in 
which the girl occurs she has nothing 
on from the walst up. 

Flaherty spent nearly two years in 
Savaii preparing and making the picture. 
The result is an artistic success, some- 
thing that will appeal strongly to the 
student and historian, but from the box- 
office viewpoint, unless the title draws 
them in, the picture will probably be a 
wide miss. 

Supplementing the film fare the Ri- 
alto offered an interesting short sub- 
ject, presented by Service Films, that 
tells the story of how Beethoven came 
to write his beautiful Moonlight Sonata. 
It naturally lends itself to orchestral ac- 
companiment, and in theaters which have 
an adequate pit organization it will find 
high favor. It did here.

Does the Latter Benefit Therefrom? Read This Editorial, 
Which Appeared in “The Beaumont (Tex.) 
Journal” of February 6 


HOW ABOUT CHRISTY? 


was the same anxiety and speculation as to whether or not they 

would came back to Beaumont that prevailed the year before and the - 
year before that. While that speculation was in progress it was déclared 
in all quarters where there was discussion of the matter that such a con- 
dition would not be allowed to arise again, as there was going to be 
something done about fastening the shows here permanently before another 
season. It was to be done by in some manner seeing that permanent 
quarters of the right kind were assured or that the Christy people secured 
a site and built a permanent home of their own. 

It will seon be time for the shows to depart for the long 1926 trek 
around the continent, and nothing has yet been done about permanent 
quarters. With the use of the agricultural building at the fairgrounds 
the animals, or most of them, have fared pretty good, but the Christy 
people themselves admit that the old building at the foot of Crockett street 
will hardly do for another season. It is hardly a shelter as it is, much 
less protection when the weather is cold, and it is in a very dilapidated 
condition. Much of the show's domestic stock has had to winter out in 
the country on pastures without, grazing and without shelter of any kind. 
As a consequence some of the stock ig in poor condition for the road, ac- 
cording to the owners. 

If the people are in earnest about having the Christy people make 
Reaumont their permanent home, certainly some arrangement ought to be 
made before the shows leave for the season. It will be too late to negotiate 
after the shows are a thousand miles from Beaumont, at least with any 
degree of satisfaction, and it is almost certain that the other cities that 
have been after them with all kinds of offers of quarters and other in- 
ducements for the past two years will renew their overtures again this 
year. An ounce of action is worth several pounds of delay.

1926 N. C. State Fair 
Is Still Undecided 


Whether there will be a North Caro- 
lina State Fair held this year is yet un- 
decided, according to a letter received 
from Joseph E. Pogue, secretary of the 
North Carolina Agricultural Society. Mr. 
Pogue states that the announcement in 
last week’s issue of The Billboard that 
there would be no 1926 fair was an error. 
His letter is as follows: 

Editor The Billboard: , 

The statement published in a recent is- 
sue of The Billboard that “no State 
Fair” would be held at Raleigh, N. C 
this year was an error and the former 
manager had no authority to authorize 
any such statement, as the board of di- 
rectors of the State Fair at the Janu- 
ary meeting simply discussed the ques- 
tion of calling off the fair for 1926 as 
a matter of expediency in handling the 
proposition of selling the old grounds 
and building a new plant elsewhere, 
which had been recommended at the an- 
nual meeting of the society on January 
21, 1926, but there has been no decision 
as to omitting the fair this year as yet. 

The new board of directors for 1926 
will, however, decide this question at its 
approaching meeting scheduled to be held 
here February 24, and you will be duly 
and officially notified of the decision. I 
am writing this letter at the request of 
the new president of the State Fair, Hon, 
W. A. Hart, of Tarboro. N. C.

Rumpus Raised 


Over Ride Contracts at Ohio State Fair— 
Extensive Investigation Looms 


Columbus, O., Feb. 12.—The alleged 
tender of “campaign contributions” in 
connection with the letting of ride con- 
tracts at the 1925 Ohio State Fair has 
raised a rumpus here that may lead to 
an extensive investigation, it is said. 
Charles V. Truax, State director of agri- 
culture, was subpoenaed Thursday to ap- 
pear before Joseph _T. Tracy, State 
auditor, and tell what he knows of the 
alleged gift (supposedly a “campaign 
contribution’) by a carnival general 
agent of $200, which was said to have 
been left on the desk of G. R. Lewis at 
the State fairgrounds and turned over 
to Governor Donahey by Lewis and re- 
turned to the general agent by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The investigation now being conducted 
was precipitated by the refusal of Joseph 
T. Tracy, State auditor, to approve a 
voucher for $800 sent thru by Truax as 
a refund to the Goodings, ride men, for 
an alleged breach of an exclusive con- 
tract which the Goodings held. 

The hearing wl be resumed Mon- 
day, Attorney-General Crabbe announced, 
and it was said an important witness 
from another State would be called. 

In February, 1925, Lewis awarded an 
exclusive riding device contract to the 
Goodings. Some time later a contract 
was’ sought by the Greater Sheesley 
Shows, and Lewis is said to have told the 


“Sheesley representative that an exclusive 


contract had been let to the Goodings. 
The Sheesley representative then, accord- 
ing to Lewis, said he had been told by 
Truax that he was to have a concession. 
Lewis sa¥s he told him to take it up with 
Truax. A few minutes later Lewis drew 
up a contract for the Sheesley Shows, as 
ordered, he says, by Truax, but refused 
to sign it. Sheesley was given a contract, 
however, and the present “mixup” re- 
sulted, 


Spokane Fair Loses 
Burglary Verdict

Association May Take Case to Supreme Conrt 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 6.—After being 
awarded a verdict of $18,000 covering 
burglary insurance claimed by the Spo- 
kane Interstate Fair and Live Stock As- 
sociation to be due on a theft from the 
fair safe on Derby ~} - September, 1924, 
there seems now to be little likelihood 
of the money being collectible by the 
association.

Thomas S. Griffith, fair president, 
stated he would carry the case as high 
as the United States Supreme Court if 
necessary to obtain the $18,000. The ques- 
tion of whether drill holes were made in 
the safe after the policy was in effect, 
as the fair association claims, or before 
the policy period was the main issue.

Feb. 11.—Careful study 
of Montreal's roposed exposition was 
given last Friday at the City Hall and a 
committee has been named to bring in a 
report on the project submitted by Victor 
Levesque regarding the organization of 
such a fair in this city.

The whole report will be subject to a 
debate, but it is understood that it will 
finally be approved and the arrangements 
put under way at the earliest possible 
moment.

Will Be Sought by Kansas Fairs in Contests

“Fitter Family” contests will be held 
at many fairs in Kansas the coming 
season. These contests have not only 
proved quite popular but are recognized 
as being of distinct value in promoting 
better health and general welfare, 

In a recent address before the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science, at Kansas City Mo., Dr. 
Florence Brown Sherbon, d rector of the 
bureau of child research at the University 
of Kansas, told of the work that is being 
done thru these contests, in which physi- 
cians examine entire families and score 
them in about the same way live stock 
is judged.

United States. Daily attendance at 
the movies averages 20,000,000, two- 
thirds of which are young people. 
Annual admissions total $1,000,000,000. 


The number of theaters is 20,000; number 
of employees, 300,000, 50,000 of which 
are engaged in production. Advertising 
campaigns in newspapers and maga- 
s cost the industry $5,000,000 a year. 
Two hundred million feet of film, 37,800 
miles, is exported annually to 100 dif- 
Y ountries. The survey’ also 
claimed that $0 per cent of all motion 

business in the United States is 
lied by one firm. 

“Personally,” said Mrs. Gilman in oon- 
clusion, “I am in favor of federal legis- 
lation to control the standards of motion 
picture production. It is better to have 
one federal standard than 48 State 
regulations.” 

Dr. Ferdinand Schevill, professor of

Dr. Charles W. Gilkey, pastor of the 
Park Baptist Church, criticized the 
subject matter of American movies and 
thought domestic pictures shipped abroad 
are prejudicing other against 
Americans. 

Prof. E. A. Ross, of the University of 
Wisconsin, wanted to know if th® unre- 
strained lovemaking of the South Sea 
Islands will become the vogue of Ameri- 
can youth unless they are kept from the 
sex-stimulating motion pictures. 

Mrs. David Ross, of Indianapolis, 
proved a strong opponent of bureaucraii 
censorship and suggested that the confer- 
ence was packed with .delegates deter- 
mined on the final day of the meeting 
to indorse the Upshaw bill. She thought 
that all the talk about the meeting 
being an open forum was a cloak to con- 
ceal the purpose of the lue-law 
advocates. 

Rev. W. S. Chase, chairman of the 
conference, in speaking for the proposed 
Upshaw bill, denied that it was a cen- 
sorship measure and called it an entirely 
voluntary submission of motion picture 
producers to a preview by a_ federal 
commission of six, This statement was 
vigorously and caustically challenged 
by Attorney E. A. Moree, of the National 
Board of Review of Motion Pictures. He 
said the censorship in the bill is as volun- 
tary as the act of a victim passing over 
his money to a hold-up man. He thought 
there was some political maneuvering 
and an argument started. 

Friday, the closing day of the con- 
ference, proved a hectic one in spots. 
The Upshaw bill didn’t get indorsed by 
the resolutions committee, altho it passed 
some mild resolutions on censorship 
without saying anything about the Up- 
shaw bill or federal supervision. The 
committee did, however, censor the un- 
censored newspapers which have been 
reporting the activities of the conference 

Resolutions det ng the “failure” of 
the movies to transmit “the finest tradi- 
tions and holiest institutions of our 
ordered national life’ and condemning 
the “block system of marketing films” 
were passed The resolutions committee 
also recommended that the universities 
and educational foundations “enter upon 
a term of ‘scientific research” a.d that 
psychiatrists, social workers 
and specialists in children’s ailments be 
urged to give unbiased consideration to 
the motion picture in relation to anti- 
social behavior in youth. 

There was one dissenting vote on the 
resolutions—that of the militant Oliver 
W. Stewart, of Indiana, and before he 
got thru it appears he had shaken the 
committee to its toes, Mr. Stewart is 
quoted as saying to the other members 
of the committee that they weére afraid 
to let the other side be heard and that 
never in his life had he witnessed so 
disgraceful a spectacle.” His protest is 
said to have been the result of the chair’s 
refusal to permit Attorney Moree to be 
heard in behalf of “the 90,000,000 motien 
picture lovers of this country who are 
not present and are not voting.” 

It appears that when Mr. Stewart 
found he couldn’t discuss the Moree in- 
cident before the committee he went to 
an ante-room and talked to the news- 
paper men, This is said to have eaused 
much confusion, the chairman and sev- 
eral members of the committee following 
and urging Mr. Stewart not to talk to 
the press. One member said the news- 
papers had misrepresented the conference 
and “never told the truth about anything 
anyway.”

Division of State Animal Industry, who 
Was on the program but failed to appear, 
The existing laws in regard to the test- 
ing of all cattle before being placed on 
exhibition at fairs were extolled by Mr. 
Lindley and a general discussion then 
followed upon the subject by the dele- 

gates. 

In the afternoon session several dis- 
cussions were led out and then passed 
about the convention, including many 
matters of utmost importance to the 
fair men. One of these, Suppression of 
Time Classification and Other Abuses at 
Fairs, Reason Why Permitted and Future 
Effect Upon Horseracing, was led off 
by Dr. T. R. Shanahan, a local race- 
horse man, who told of the prevalence of 
these unfair methods. Other men then 
entered in the diecussion and gave per- 
sonal instances where the suppression of 
time was practiced Tt seemed to be the 
desire of the convention to take some 
step against this unfair procedure and 
a resolution was adopted in order that 
the meeting might go on recore as being 
opposed to this practice and so act 
against it.

sented by C. R. Keller, of Mt. Vernon. 

Mr. Keller heartily asserted that it 
should. He stated that in very few in- 
stances could the fair with which he is 
connected get by with less than 500 
passes, and he feels that even more than 
that often take advantage of the situa- 
tion to use these passes other than those 
to whom they are issued. He suggested, 
as did several other delegates, that the 
passes be either limited to the very lowest 
possible number or, better yet, be cut 
out entirely. 


In connection with this a resolution 
was passed and adopted whereby the 
convention recommended that the chair 
appoint a committee of three to work 
out some plan or method to remedy the 
pass evil and make a report at the next 
annual meeting. 


County Fair Problems of Today were 
discussed by John S. Skinner, of Bureau 
County, and Mr. Skinner voiced the seem- 
ingly prevalent idea, “How can we make 
more money?” 

L. L. Putnam, representing the State 
Department of Public Works, gave a 
short resume of statistics in regard to 
the hard-road program and the safety 
problems with which the State is 
wrestling. 

“It is necessary, it is vastly important, 
that roads be constructed, but it is of 
greater importance still that they be 
made safe for the persons who use 
them,” said Mr. Butler in summing up 
the great number of accidents and 
deaths which occur on our State high- 
Ways each day. 

Following this session the meeting re- 
cessed while all the delegates were taken 
on a sight-seeing tour over the city, 
business men doflating the use of auto- 
mobiles to convey the visitors about.
